THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH. 

This new branch of the Commercial Labour and Statistical 
Department of the Board of Trade was opened on the 23rd October 
_ for the purpose of carrying out the recommendations of the 
Departmental Committee which recently reported on the dissemi- 
nation of commercial information. Copies of the report (C. 8962 
of 1898) may be purchased of Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode, 
East Harding Street, Fleet Street, E.C. As has already been 
announced by the Press, Mr. ‘Ihomas Worthington, who recently 
enquired into the conditions of British trade in South America on 
behalf of the Board of Trade, is principal of the branch, and 
_ Mtr. F. Barley, who has acted for many years as clerk-in-charge of 

the “Board of Trade Journal,” and other staff officers who have 
now been appointed, assist him. ‘The temporary offices of the new 
branch are open to enquirers, at No. 50, Parliament Street, S.W., 
where the front room on the ground floor is prepared for the 


reception of personal applications for tariff and trade information. 
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STATE OF THE SKILLED LAaBouUR MARKET IN NOVEMBER. 


The following memorandum has been prepared by the Labour 
Department of the Board of Trade for the “Board of Trade 
Journal,” and also (with additions) for the “ Labour Gazette.” It 
is based on 2,415 returns, viz., 1,703 from employers, 573 from 
trade unions, and 139 from other sources. 

During November the general state of employment has remained 
ged the percentage of unemployed members returned by Trade 

nions being lower than at any similar period since 1889. A 
large number of workpeople, especially in the coal, iron and steel, 
and jute trades, have had their wages raised during the month. 
In the 123 trade unions making returns, with an aggregate 
membership of 509,274, 11,257 (or 2:2 per cent.) were reported 
as unemployed at the end of November, compared with 2°3 in 
October, and with 2°3 per cent. in the 118 unions, with a 
membership of 469,844, from which returns were received for 
November, 1898. 

Employment in Various Industries—Coal Mining.—Employ- 
ment is very good, the number of days worked per week at 
collieries showing an improvement as compared both with October 
and with a year ago. Returns relating to collieries, at which 
452,026 workpeople were employed, show that an average of 
5°64 days per week was worked in the four weeks ended 
November 25th, as compared with 5:58 days in October and 
5°46 days in November, 1898. 

Iron Mining.— Employment continues good, and shows very little 
change on the whole. Returns relating to iron mines and open 
works, at which 16,958 workpeople were employed, show that the 
average number of days worked per week was 5°79 in the four 
weeks ended November 25th, as compared with 5°80 in October 
and in November, 1898. 

Pig Iron Industry—Employment in this industry continues 
considerably better than a year ago. At the works of 117 iron- 
masters 380 furnaces were in blast at the end of November, 
employing an estimated number of 25,983 workpeople, as com- 
pared with 383 furnaces and 25,805 workpeople employed at the. 
end of October, and 366 furnaces with 23,742 workpeople employed 
at the end of November, 1898. 

Iron and Steel Manufacture — Employment continues to improve, 
and is better than a year ago. At 212 works covered by the 
returns 83,393 workpeople were employed in the last week of 
November, as compared with 82,655 in the last week of October, 
and 79,348 in the last week of November, 1898. The average 
number of shifts worked in these three weeks being 5°62, 5°65, 
and 5°59 respectively. 

Employment in the Tinplate Trade is rather quieter than a month 
ago, but continues considerably better than a year ago. At the 
end of November 412 mills were at work (including those engaged 
in the manufacture of black plates), employing an estimated 
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number of 20,482 workpeople. _ These figures compare with 416 
mills employing 20,733 workpeople*at the end of October, and 
340 mills employing 17,349 workpeople at the end of November, 
1898. 

Employment in the Engineering and Metal trades has remained 
good. ‘The percentage of unemployed union members in this group 
of trades at the end of November was 2:2, compared with 2°3 in 
October and 2°7 per cent. in November, 1898. 

In the Shipbuilding trades employment has also remained good. 
The percentage of unemployed union members at the end of 
November was 2°5, compared with 2°9 in October. The per- 
centage for November 1898 was also 2°5. 

Employment in the Building trades though still good is scarcely 
so active in some branches. The percentage of unemployed union 
members among carpenters and plumbers at the end of November 
was 1°5, compared with 1*1 in October and also in November of 
last year. 

In the Furnishing trades employment has remained steady, the 
percentage of unemployed union members at the end of November 
being the same as in October, and also in November, 1898—viz., 
2°38. 

Employment in all branches of the Printing and Bookbinding 
trades has still further improved and is now brisk. The per- 
centage of unemployed union members at the end of November 
was 2:2, compared with 3°5 in October and 2°4 per cent. in 
November of last year. 

Employment in the Paper trade has improved. The percentage 
of unemployed union members at the end of November was 2°6, 
compared with 3°8 in October and also in November, 1898. 

In the Glass trades the percentage of unemployed union 
members at the end of November was 6°5, compared with 13:0 
per cent. in November of last year. 

Employment in the Leather trades has continued to improve. 
The percentage of unemployed union members at the end of 
November was 1°6, compared with 2°1 in October and 4°9 per cent. 
in November, 1898. 

Employment in the Boot and Shoe trade shows a seasonal 
decline. 

Employment in the bespoke branch of the Tailoring trade has 
fallen off and is generally dull; in the ready-made branch it is 
good with factory operatives. 

Employment continues very good in the Spinning and Weaving 
branches of the Cotton trade. Information respecting Cotton 
factories employing about 104,700 women and girls, shows that 
99 per cent. of those in Spinning mills and 90 per cent. of 
those in Weaving factories were working in factories giving full 
employment during the month, compared with 96 and 97 per vent. 
respectively in October, and with 90 and 85 per cent. a year ago. 

Employment in the Woollen and Worsted trade continues very 
good. Employment in the Hosiery trade is a'so very good. 
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Trade Disputes. — Thirty-two fresh disputes occurred in 
November, 1899, involving 9,744 workpeople, only 3,354 of whom 
were on strike or locked-out, the remaining 6,390 being thrown 
out of work as a result of disputes in which they were not directly 
concerned. The corresponding number of disputes in October was 
38, involving 5,275 workpeople, and in November, 1898, 44, involv- 
ing 8,457 workpeople. Of the 32 fresh disputes in November. 
1899, 2 occurred in the building trades, 4 in mining and quarrying, 
5 in metal, engineering, and shipbuilding trades, 11 in textile 
trades, 6 in transport trades, and 4 among employees of public 
authorities. Of the 38 new and old disputes, involving 10,837 
workpeople, of which the termination is reported, 9, involving 658 
persons, were decided in favour of the workpeople ; 14, involving 
1,133 persons, in favour of the employers; 14, involving 9,000 
persons, resulted in a compromise; while in the case of the 
remaining dispute, involving 46 persons, the points in dispute 
were still under consideration. 

Changes in Rates of Wages.—Changes in the rates of wages 
of about 219,700 workpeople were reported during November, of 
which number about 219,200 received advances averaging 63d. per 
head, and about 500 sustained decreases averaging 2s. per head. 
The net result was an increase of about 63d. per head in the 
weekly wages of those affected. The principal increases were in 
the coal-mining, iron and steel, and jute and linen trades, while 
the decreases were entirely in the wages of seamen. Only 
about 1,200, or 0°5 per cent., of the workpeople who obtained 
advances were involved in disputes causing stoppage of work; 
about 158,700 workpeople obtained their advances by the operation 
of sliding scales in the mining and metal trades; about 3,000 as 
the result of conciliation without previous stoppage of work ; and 
56,300 by direct negotiation between employers and workpeople 
or otherwise. 


OFFICIAL INQUIRIES UNDER THE BoILER ExpLosions Act. 


A formal investigation was held at the Town Hall, Newport, 
(Mon.), on the 28th and- 29th ultimo, into the circumstances 
attending the explosion of a donkey boiler on board the British 
steam ship “ Snipe” at Newport, on the 30th October last. 

The boiler, one of the vertical type, was constructed in the year 
1884. The vessel was built at the same time and classed at 
Lloyd’s, but the classification was not kept up and the donkey 
boiler was not surveyed by their surveyors after 1887. No evidence 
was forthcoming as to the examination of the boiler by a competent 
person since this date. The vessel changed hands from time to 
time, and in May, 1898, she came into the possession of Messrs. 
R, Burton & Son, Limited, who took over the business of a 
different firm, namely, that of Messrs. R. Burton & Son. Messrs. 
R. Burton & Son appear to have left the management of the 
donkey boiler to the chief engineer of the vessel, a fitter being 
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employed to ascertain whether repairs were required. No supet- 
intending engineer was employed, nor was the advice of a consult- 
ing engineer sought in regard to this boiler. It was only used 
occasionally for working the winches when the main boiler was 
blown down. 

The chief engineer examined the boiler about five weeks before 
the explosion, but he failed to discover any defect in it. The 
safety valve blew off at a pressure of 30 lbs. by the steam gauge, 
but it could not be ascertained when the steam gauge was last 
renewed or tested. ze 

Steam was raised in the boiler on the morning of the 30t 
October, and it was left in charge of a fireman. One of the 
winches was worked for a short time when the boiler exploded and 
the fireman was killed. It was forced through the iron deck ahove 
it and landed at a distance of about 350 feet from the vessel. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a verdict to the effect that the 

losion was due to want of water in the boiler, but the 
Court found that there was lime scale adhering to the crown of 
the firebox, that it was not distorted, that the stays remained in 
position, that there was no indication of their distortion in their 
vicinity, and they were clearly of opinion that the explosion was 
due to over-pressure, and that the boiler had been worked ata 
pressure for which it was altogether unfit. The steam gauge was 
inaccurate, and the safety valve was loaded to a pressure of 62 lbs. 
per square inch. 

The Court found that no measures had been taken by the 
owners to ascertain that the boiler was in good condition and the 
pressure at which it was intended to work it. The chief engineer 
was not qualified to examine the boiler and to determine the 
pressure at which it could safely be worked; that the owners, 
however, had followed in the footsteps of their predecessors, and 
they had adopted a vicious system without thinking of their 
responsibility in the matter. ‘The Court found that there was no 
negligence on the part of the fireman who was killed. 

Taking into consideration the fact that the owners were lulled 
into a sense of false security by the action of their predecessors, 
the Court ordered them to pay a sum of 30/. only towards the costs 
and expenses of the investigation. i 


A formal investigation was held at the Court House, Sheffield, 
on the 5th and 6th instant into the circumstances attending the 
explosion of a boiler at the Don Cutlery Works, Sheffield, on the 
1st November last, whereby loss of life ensued. 

The boiler, one of tle vertical type, was made in 1875 for a 
working pressure of 70 lbs. per square inch. It was subsequently 
insured and periodically inspected by the Insurance Company’s 
Inspectors, and the company’s recommendations as to repairs 
were invariably carried out by the owner. 

Feeding and firing the boiler were entrusted to an engine driver 
who left the owner's service on the 28th October. At that time one

of the water gauges leaked and it was shut off, the other being in 
working order. 

On the 29th October the boiler was found to be full of water, 
and it was allowed to run out through the water gauges. On the 
30th October another engine driver took charge; there was still 
too much water in the. boiler, and it was run off through the 
gauges. as before. Steam was raised, and the boiler worked 
satisfactorily throughout that day and the 31st October. 

On the 1st November there was a slight leak from the left-hand 
furnace, but upon being assured that there was no danger the 
owner’s manager decided to wait until the owner arrived at the 
works. 

On the 30th and 31st October and on the morning of the Ist 
November the attendant opened the drain cock of the glass water 
gauge, and upon closing it water was seen in the glass, the bottom 
of which was 43 ins. above the crown of the furnace. At 9.30 a.m. 
water seen about 4 ins. above the bottom of the glass, and a few 
minutes afterwards the boiler exploded. The crown of the third 
ring in the right hand furnace collapsed and ruptured, steam and 
water escaped from the boiler, the fire bars and fuel were blown 
out, and the brickwork in front of the boiler was blown down. 
Unfortunately, several persons were in the vicinity of the front of 
the boiler at the time; seven of them were killed and ten others 
were injured. The Court found that the explosion was due to 
overheating from shortness of water and that the upper cock of the 
water gauge was choked with mud which had probably accumu- 
lated on the 29th or 30th October, and that the glass showed false 
water whereby the attendant was deceived. 

The attendant was killed, and the Court were not prepared to 
find that the explosion was due to his neglect, and they exonerated 
the owner and his manager from blame, but they pointed out that 
this explosion was not an accident. They were of opinion that if 
fusible plugs had been fitted to the crowns of the furnaces, and 
if the plugs had been kept in order, the explosion would have been 
prevented ; that if the left-hand water gauge had not been shut off 
there would have been no difficulty in discovering that the water 
was falling too low in the boiler; and, further, that if the right- 
hand gauge glass had been properly tested the fact that the upper 
cock was choked would have been discovered. They regretted 
that these precautions had not been taken. 

' No order was made as to costs. 


PARCELS FOR THE Troops Now SERVING IN SoutH AFRICA. 


The Postmaster-General has received information that the 
Colonial Governments of the Cape of Good Hope and Natal, out of 
consideration for the convenience of the forces now serving in 
South Africa, have consented to forego all Customs duties on 
parcels sent to the troops during the campaign. 

Henee the arrangement described in the Post Office Guide, 
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page 453, for prepaying customs duties beforehand is not applic- 
able to parcels for the troops. Nevertheless a customs declaration 
must be filled up by the senders of these, as of all other parcels. 


Mercuant Suiprina Act, 1894. 
(57 and 58 Vicet., c. 60.) 


The Board of Trade, by virtue of the power conferred upon them 
by Section 369 (2) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, do order 
that as from the date of this Order, sea fishing boats registered at 
any port in the United Kingdom, of the following class: that is 
to say, steam fishing vessels employed in line fishing, but which 
are also fitted for use as trawlers, shall be exempt, and they are 
hereby exempted from such portion of Part IV. of the said Act as 
is contained in Section 414 (2). 

The Board of Trade, by virtue of the power conferred upon them 
by.Section 369 (2) of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, do order 
that as from the Ist day of January, 1900, sea fishing boats 
registered at any port in the United Kingdom of either of the 
following classes, that is to say: (1) sailing trawlers under 50 tons 
register tonnage, (2) paddle steamers employed as trawlers, shall 
be exempt, and they are hereby exempted, from such portion of 
Part IV. of the said Act as is contained in Sections 399 to 408, 
both inclusive, relating to the engagement of seamen. 


EXAMINATION OF ALIEN SEAMEN DISCHARGED AT PHILADELPHIA. 


A telegram, dated 29th November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Philadelphia, stating that it 
has been officially notified by the Immigration Commissioner that 
all alien seamen must be examined after discharge before being 
allowed to land, and, if not passed by the authorities, the master 
will be held responsible for the fine of 300 dols. per man, in order 
° prevent the same from landing. This. regulation is now in 
orce. 

A despatch, dated 28th November last, has been received in 
confirmation of the above telegram. 


Russa. 
Temporary Free Importation of Coal. 

The Polish weekly paper “ Kraj,” announces that the Minister 
of Finance has given his sanction for. the importation, duty free, 
of 125,000,000 pouds (about 2,000,000 tons) of coal, owing to the 
scarcity of coal in the Warsaw industrial district. 


Recovery or Lost ANcHOoRS IN OpEssA Roaps. 


The Board of Trade have received a report from H.M. Consul- 
General at Odessa, stating that two anchors have been discovered 
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in the Odessa Roads, marked respectively s.s. ““Supernal,” Sunder- 
land, and 1884/B. M. T./14134. 

Should the owners desire to recover their lost property, an 
application should be made to the Custom House in Odessa before 
the end of July next, when the anchors will be sold by auction if 
unclaimed, 


New Recuiar STEAMSHIP LINE BETWEEN LIVERPOOL 
AND GALVESTON. 


A despatch, dated 4th November last, received at the Foreign 
Office from H.M. Consul at Galveston, reports that arrangements 
have been made whereby the Singlehurst steamship line is to 
make regular trips to Galveston every month or three weeks. 

These vessels make alternate sailings in the Brazilian trade with 
the Booth line from Liverpool, which has been running to Gal- 
veston for some years. 

It is said that the line is to continue running its vessels all the 
year round as the Booth line does, and the vessels will be classed 
alike. 

The route will be the same as that of the Booth line, 7.e., from 
Liverpool to Brazilian ports, thence to Galveston and back to 
Liverpool. 

The “Sobraleuse,” the first of these vessels, was loading in 
Galveston on 4th November last. 


New s.s. SERVICE BETWEEN LIVERPOOL AND Paciric Ports, 
via PAUILLAC. 


A despatch, dated Ist December last, has been received-at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Bordeaux, reporting that on 
the 27th January next the Spanish Transatlantic Steamship Com- 
pany of Barcelona, will inaugurate a new service of steamers 
between Liverpool, Pauillac, Brazil, the River Plate, and the 
Pacific, as far as Valparaiso, returning by the same route to 
Pauillac and Liverpool. The other ports of call will be Corunna, 
Vigo, Oporto, Lisbon, Cadiz, Las Palmas, Rio de Janeiro, Monte- 
video, Punta Arenas, Coronel, and Valparaiso. 

Thus Bordeaux commerce will be once more in direct communi- 
cation with the Pacific, which has not been the case since the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company abandoned Pauillac as a port 
of call in favour of La Pallice in 1894. 


New Sreamsuip LINE BETWEEN HamBurG AND NEw York, 

via PLYMOUTH. 

It is stated in the “Times” that the Express Steamship Service 
between New York and Plymouth by the Hamburg-American 
line, which was discontinued in consequence of the Spanish- 
American war, is to be resumed early next year. During this 
year the second-class steamers have used Plymouth both on the 
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homeward and outward voyages, and the company have decided 
that the five steamers which will form the express fleet shall revert 
to the old arrangement and use Plymouth as the English port of 
call instead of Southampton. One of the five vessels, the 
“ Deutschland,” is at present building, and is expected to join the 
service about the end of May. She is to have an average speed of 
23 knots, and is expected to wrest the record from the North 
German Lloyd steamer, “ Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse,” which 
completed the voyage in 5 days 17 hours. After calling at 
Plymouth the steamer will go direct to Cherbourg and Hamburg. 


PERMANENT 8.8. LINE BETWEEN Havre anp New York. 


A report, dated 25th November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at Bordeaux, stating that the 
Compagnie Générale Transatlantique of Havre, having chartered 
for some months, in June last, the British steamer ‘*‘ Wooloomooloo” 
and the French steamer ‘‘ Chateau Lafite ” to run between Havre, 
Pauillac and New York, have now decided’ to make the line 
permanent and have purchased two steamers in England, the 
steamship ‘‘ Francisco,” built in 1891 at Newcastle, and owned by 
Messrs. ‘Thomas Wilson, Sons & Co., gross tonnage 4,604, and 
steaming 11 knots, and the steamship ‘‘ Sedgemoor,” also built in 
1891 at Liverpool, and owned by Messrs. William Johnstone & Co., 
gross tonnage 4,382, and steaming 11} knots. These vessels are 
to be re-named, respectively, the “ Pauillac” and ‘“‘ Bordeaux.” 

The departures will take place each way every three weeks at 
first, and, should traffic increase, the company will feel disposed 
to make the departures fortnightly. It is said that any success 
that the chartered steamers have enjoyed hitherto, is from agg 
rough goods, such as cream of tartar, rags, glycerine, &c., an 
that the English and American steamship lines, which hold the 
trade of Bordeaux with the United States vid Southampton and 
Liverpool, do not fear the French competition. 

A company which had been projected to run steamers between 
Pauillac and, Montreal has fallen through as there was no 
possibility of success, and it is stated that a new company has been 
formed which will start running steamers on the 15th April next, 
from Havre, calling at Pauillac, and every second voyage at 
ey Charente, for Montreal, returning direct from Montreal to 

avre. 

The line will be tried for six months, and some of the steamers 
may also call at Boston. This line is to be called the “ Ligne 
Franco-Canadienne,” and has its head office at Paris. 

A British steamer, the “ Escalona,” for many years made a voyage 
in the spring and another in the autumn direct from Bordeaux to 
Montreal and was well patronised, but in 1898 and 1899 the 
autumn voyage had to be given up for want of cargo. 
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.. PORTUGUESE COLONIAL POSSESSIONS. 
“pa Regulations affecting Concessions of Land. 
+. The following isa translation of a Royal Decree, dated the 9th 
November, 1899, and published in the Portuguese Official Gazette 
(*‘ Diario do Governo ”) of the 14th November last. 

Article 1.—The concessions of uncultivated land granted in the 
terms of the Decree (with force of Law) of the 14th October, 1891, 
by the Governors of the Portuguese Colonial provinces (provincias 
ultramarinas) can in no. way be transferred, sold, or alienated 
without the previous and express authorisation of the Home 
Government. 

Article 2.--All Legislation to the contrary is revoked. 


ENGAGEMENT OF SPANISH SEAMEN AT BILBAO. 

The Board of Trade have been informed by H.M. Consul at 
Bilbao that masters of vessels engaging Spanish seamen at that 
port are required to obtain the sanction of the Spanish Authorities 
to the engagement, and to give an undertaking to repatriate the 
seamen. 


WaRNING TO SHIPPERS OF CoAL TO PANAMA. 

The Foreign Office have received a report from H.M. Consul at 
Panama, dated 16th October last, recommending that in view of 
recent experience in that port with colliers, shipowners should be 
warned when signing a contract to transport coal to Panama 
to be careful to insert a clearly-worded quarantine clause in the 
Charter Party stating that all detention and expense incurred on 
that account beyond lay days, or expense for towage to and from 
the quarantine grounds on that account, whilst discharging, shall 
be for account of the consignees; and further, the right should be 
reserved in the Charter Party to settle disputes which cannot be 
arranged on the spot in a place where justice is less tedious and 
costly than in Panama. If this is not done shipowners will find 
that most of the freight-money earned on the voyage will be lost 
by delays and expenses incurred on this account. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE NAVIGATION OF THE SUEZ CANAL. 
The Board of. Trade have received through the Foreign Office, a 
copy of the Regulations for the Navigation of the Suez Canal, 
which may be seen by those interested at the offices of the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Branch of the Board, 49 and 50, Parliament 
Street, S.W., any day between the hours of 10.0 a.m. and 5.0 p.m.

PAYMENT OF Import DuTIES IN BraAziIL IN GOLD. 


Referring to the notice on page 711, the increase of the per- 
centage payable in gold makes a larger increase in the actual total 
amount of duty payable on any given article than at first sight 
might appear, e.g., on the basis of present exchange of about 7d. 
per milreis, 100 milreis of duty would have needed last year 
08s. 4d. to cover; this year, with 10 per cent. payable in gold, 
75s. would be needed ; and next year. with 15 per cent. payable 
in gold, 83s. 4d. would be required.

REGULATIONS CONCERNING ForEIGN Firms AND COMMERCIAL 
TRAVELLERS IN RvssIA. 


With reference to notices which have appeared in the April, 
May, and June numbers of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
respecting the licenses required by the representatives of foreign 

firms engaged in business in Russia, the Board of Trade have now 
received, through the Foreign Office, information to the effect that, 
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in addition to the initial payments of Rs. 500 for foreign firms of 
the first class and Rs, 50 for commercial travellers, certain 
provincial and town dues are charged at the rates of 15 and 10 per 
cent. respectively on the above sums; and to these must be 
added local dues variable in amount and not everywhere leviable. 

The subjoined table shows the amount payable by foreign firms 
and their travellers, exclusive of the local dues referred to above, 
which, it is stated, are only legally payable in towns having no 
municipal organisation :—

I1.— FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM.* 


The trade returns for November last, show an increase as com- 
pared with the corresponding month of 1898 in the imports from 
foreign countries and British Possessions, in the exports of British 
and Jrish produce and manufactures, and in the exports of foreign 
and colonial merchandise. The imports for November, 1899, were 
valued at 44,244,811/. as compared with 42,068,8141., for November, 
1898, an increase of 2,175,9971. or 5°2 per cent., and the exports 
amounted in value to 29,741,452/., as against 24,351,041/., an 
increase of 5,390,4111., of which British and Irish produce alone 
were valued at 24,571,940/ in November, 1899, and 19,820,207/. in 
November, 1898, an increase of 4,751,733/., or 24°0 per cent. This 
includes, however, new ships (not registered as British), to the 
value of 1,830,8211. which were not included previous to 1899.

In the imports of articles of food and drink (duty free) wheat, 
peas, Indian corn or maize, oatmeal, Indian corn meal and other 
kinds of corn and meal not distinguished show increases in 
November, 1899, as compared with event, 1898, and wheat- 
meal and flour, barley, oats and beans decreases in the same 
period. The quantity, however, of wheatmeal and flour has 
increased though the value has decreased. With regard to other 
kinds of provisions (duty free) there are no striking increases or 
decreases in November, 1899, as compared with November, 1898, 
except in the imports of fresh beef which show an increase of 
171,7031., butter and margarine an increase of 136,4341., and sugar, 
refined and candy an increase of 279,7351. In the imports of 
articles of food and drink (dutiable) tea shows an increase of 
8,936,253 Ibs, in quantity, and 145,465/. in value, and tobacco of 
all kinds has increased in value 125,1761., but wine has decreased 
183,383/. The imports of iron ore have increased in value 144,4691., 
of tin 161,7871., and of petroleum 133,969]. With regard to the 
imports of raw materials for textile manufactures for November, 
1899, raw cotton shows a decrease of 1,097,435 cwts. in quantity 
and 1,328,126]. in value, as compared with November, 1898. On 
the other hand, the imports of flax, hemp, jute, silk and wool have 
all increased—the latter to the extent of 431,5487. In other raw 
materials the chief increase is in wood and timber (453,0741.) and 
tallow and stearine (148,376l.) the only decrease of importance being 
in the imports of caoutchouc (94,846/.). The imports of leather 
show an increase of 220,816/., but cycles have decreased 19,8T91., 
and machinery 21,8171.

Under articles of food and drink the export of herrings shows 
the large increase of 92,962 barrels in quantity and 183,6271. in 
value, other articles of the same category mostly showing a decrease. 
Coal, coke and fuel have increased 281,8771/., and sheep and lambs’ 
wool 38,5657. Cotton piece goods show an increase of 13,884,900 
-yards in quantity and 344,569/. in value. This increase may be 
attributed almost entirely to the shipments to China and Hong 
Kong, the value of which was 462,5411. in November, 1899, as 
‘compared with 197,338]. in November, 1898. Shipments to Persia 
and the Philippine Islands have increased, respectively, from 
2,2231. and 2,7191. to 26,8971. and 23,412I., and the exports to 
Japan have also increased. Other descriptions of yarns and 
textile fabrics show increases, linen piece goods to the extent of 
55,2111., worsted yarn 60,027/., and woollen and worsted tissues 
84,9967. In metals and manufactures of metal, iron, unwrought 
and wrought, has increased 937,5511., telegraph wires and apparatus 
220,402/., and machinery 122,2201. 

With regard to the trade for the eleven months ended November, 
30th last, the imports from foreign countries and British posses- 
sions were valued at 444,339,264/., as compared with 425,283,4311. 
for a similar period of 1898, showing an increase of 19,055,8331. 
The exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures for 
the first eleven months of 1899 amounted in value to 242,622,1581., 

-as against 212,412,384/. for a similar period of 1898, showing an 
increase of 30,209,7741., and the exports of foreign and colonial 
merchandise showed an increase of 4,308,8411. 

Tonnage of vessels enteved and cleared with cargoes.—The 
tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom from 
foreign countries and British possessions during November, 1899, 


with cargoes, amounted to 2,941,807 tons, and the tonnage cleared — 


in the foreign trade to 3,557,572 tons as against 2,648,424 tons 
entered and 3,410,114 tons cleared in November, 1898. With 
- regard to the coasting trade, the tonnage entered during November, 
1899, with cargoes, amounted to 2,553,203 tons and-the tonnage 
cleared to 2,537,489 tons, as against 2,605,489 tons entered, and 
2,594,119 tons cleared in November, 1898.

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IIl.—NATAL, COMMERCIAL, INDUSTRIAL AND 
FINANCIAL. 


The seaborne foreign trade of Natal, the “ Garden Colony ” of 
British South Africa, a large proportion of which is in transit for 
the Transvaal and Orange Free State, is carried on through the 
port of Durban. The following table shows the value of the 
imports and exports for the years 1896, 1897, and 1898, distin- 
guishing goods which are declared as being exported overland in 
transit :—

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Of theabove totals, British manufactures represented 2,684,406/. 
in 1899, as against 2,679,924/. in 1898; colonial and Indian 
goods 459,282/. in 1899, and 362,771J. in 1878 ; and foreign goods 
862,436/, in 1899, and 810,136/. in 1898. 

In the first nine months of 1899 of the total value imported 
(4,016,1241.), 1,120,751. was declared for the Transvaal under 
the Transit System, and it is most interesting to note how 
entirely. the Transvaal is dependent on outside supplies for many 
necessary articles of food. In the period referred to above, the 
Transvaal imported, via Natal, 41,690,000 lbs. of mealies (Indian 
corn), 1,628,000 lbs. of condensed milk, 1,294,000 lbs. of coffee, 
1,037,000 Ibs. of butter, besides considerable quantities of tea, 
sugar, hams, cheese, &c., all of which articles might have been 
produced to some extent in the Transvaal itself. 

With regard to exports, the following table shows the quantity 
and value of the principal and other articles exported from Natal 
by sea in the first nine months of 1899 :-—

Natal is blessed with a soil which is rich in many respects. In 
the fertile coast plains, with a semi-tropical climate, sugar, coffee, 
indigo, arrowroot, tobacco, rice, pepper, cotton, tea, tropical fruits, 
and other Colonial produce thrive. In the midlands, cereals 
and tropical fruits are easily cultivated; while in the more elevated 
districts at the back of the country, sheep-farming and cattle- 
rearing are pursued ; and probably no part of South Africa has so 
large a proportion of its surface available either for tillage or for 
pasture. As regards the production of minerals, the most impor- 
tant is coal, of which there are beds at Dundee, Eland’s Laagte, 
and Newcastle, whence the supply of coal for the Colonial 
railways is derived. As instances of the material wealth of Natal, 
it may be mentioned that the average annual yield of sugar 
amounts to slightly over 20,000 tons; that of tea to about 
750,000 lbs., and of coffee about 40,000-lbs. With regard to live 
stock, it is computed that there are about 60,000 horses, nearly 
28,000 of which are owned by Europeans, the remainder belonging 
to natives. There are also a great many horned cattle belonging 
to Europeans and natives. In addition there are large numbers of 
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pigs, goats, and sheep, a million of the latter belonging to 
Europeans alone. 

The chief exports consist of wool, sugar, tea, hides, coal, maize, 
ostrich feathers, &c.; and, as stated previously, a large transit 
trade exists with the Orange Free State and the Transvaal. 

Natal tea is providing the colony with new outlets for energy 
and capital. Last year’s output was estimated at from 300,000 to 
400,000 lbs. ; and as there are other estates which bring up the 
total under tea-culture to between 2,500 and 3,000 acres, the 
output of tea for 1899 may be put down at 1,000,000 Ibs. at least. 

A recent American Consular Report states that to Mr. William 
R. Hudson, of the Clifton Tea Estate, the credit of the present tea 
industry is due, and the estate now comprises 3,000 acres on the 
Nonoyoi River, 55 miles from the city of Durban, the river fur- 
nishing the necessary water power. Coolie labour is used in 
preference to that of the Kaffirs. A coolie can pick 42 lbs. of 
green leaf per day, the Kaffir only 19 lbs. The present factory 
building is 200 by 80 feet, three stories high, and is fitted up with 
the latest machinery. All the chests are made on the premises; a 
coolie will make 40 chests, each capable of carrying 60 lbs. of tea, 
or 60 boxes, each holding 14 lbs. of tea, in a day. A “chest” 
measures 19 in. by 22 in. by 11 in., the wood being three-eighths 
of an inch thick. A “box” is 12 in. by 10 in. by 11 in., the wood 
being the same thickness. A chest takes 32 nails, and a box 24 
nails. These figures will give some idea of the amount of skill 
and labour required to attain’ the results mentioned. A male 
adult Indian’s labour, on an average throughout the year, costs 
25 cents per day. The Indian’s indenture lasts five years, after 
which term his services can again be secured for a further period 
of three years, on terms agreed to between master and man. 

The picking season in Natal commences generally early in Sep- 
tember and goes on till about the end of the following May. The 
months of June, July, and August are taken up with digging and 
manuring the land and pruning the plants. ‘Phe tea is picked by 
the coolies, mule carts in different gangs collecting the leaf. Men 
and women are employed in the picking process, ‘The tea leaf is 
taken down to the factory, where it is “‘ weighed in.” When that 
is done, it is spread out thinly on frames covered with hessian, for 
the purpose of “ withering,” in a temperature of 85 deg. to 90 deg. 
In the course of 12 hours the leaf has become perfectly soft, and 
produces the same sensation to the touch as a silk handkerchief. 
The leaf is then passed through shoots into the machine room, 
where it is “ rolled,” the object of this process being to break up 
the juice cells in the leaf and to give the leaf that peculiar twist 
characteristic of the tea seen in ordinary commerce. When the 
rolling is finished, the sappy, juicy mass is sent down into the 
cooling chamber, where it is spread out and submitted to the 
action of the air at a temperature cf from 60 deg. to 70 deg. This 
is the critical stage in the manufacture of tea. The eye of the 
experienced manager is required to see that the fermentation is 
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arrested at the exact time, or the tea would lose quality and would 
acquire an undesirable flavour. The rolled leaf is then passed to 
drying trays, in which it is spread out thinly and submitted to a 
temperature of about 250 deg., the excessive heat staying fermen- 
tation and taking all moisture out of the leaf. The now manu- 
factured article is sent on to the sorting department, where the 
different grades of Golden Pekoe, Flowery Pekoe, Pekoe Sou- 
chong, Souchong, and dust are separated by machinery, which 
consists of a huge revolving screen cylinder, the meshes gradually 
getting larger toward the outer end, so that the “ dust” falls from 
the separating machine first, and the coarsest leaf, the “‘ Souchong,” 
last. It should be pointed out that the smallest leaves on the 
twig, when picked, make the finest tea. 

The tea is then put into air-tight bins, where it is allowed to 
remain for from two to three months to mature. After this, it 
goes to the packing department, where it is put into packets or 
boxes for the trade. 

Shipping.—Durban, the only port of the Colony, has a somewhat 
dangerous bar; it has, however, been improved by harbour works 
and constant dredging. 

With regard to means of communication with the outer world, 
there is a service of steamers with India running at intervals of 
ten or twelve days; while there is a weekly mail steamer with 
England, the voyage lasting slightly over three weeks. There is 
also a fortnightly service with Australia, and daily services exist 
with the Cape; while steamers run to Delagoa Bay every four or 
five days, and to Mauritius once or twice a month. 

The following table shows the total tonnage of shipping entered 
and cleared at the port of the Colony in 1896, 1897, and 1898,

The number of ships entered at Durban in the nine months 
ended September 30th, 1899, was 534, of an aggregate tonnage of 
1,026,651 tons, as against 508 vessels of a total tonnage of 921,147 
tons entered in the first nine months of 1898. The number of 
vessels cleared was 534 (1,034,203 tons), as against 513 (927,098 
tons) in 4 similar period of 1898. The nationality of the vessels is 
not distinguished in the returns for nine months only. 

Telegraphs.—The Colony is in telegraphic communication with 
Delagoa Bay, Sofala, Mozambique, Zanzibar, Aden, and Europe, 
and the world in general ; while there are direct lines to the Cape, 
Delagoa Bay, Orange Free State, Transvaal, &c. In the Colony 
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itself there are about 800 miles of Government tele phs, erected 
ata cost of 95,0007. The average annual earnings of thees Colonial 
telegraphs amount to about 30,000/., while the expenses of work- 
ing the lines come up to nearly 20, 0000. 

Railways.—The Colony had, at the end of 1898, 475 miles of rail- 
roads, all of which are worked by the Government with the excep- 
tion of the small Dundee branch, 74 miles in length, which was. 
constructed by the (Natal) Dundee Coal Company near the 
Transvaal frontier, and which is to be eventually absorbed into 
the general system of the Colonial Railways. The number of 
passengers conveyed in 1898 was 1,224,963, as against 1,030,171 
in 1897. The tonnage of the goods traffic was 914, 507 tons as 
compared with 686,030 tons in 1897. The main line runs 
from Port Durban to Pietermaritzburg, the capital, a distance of 
70 miles; thence it proceeds to Charlestown, on the Transvaal 
border, a distance of some 240 miles, and joins the Netherlands 
South African Company’s line to Johannesburg and Pretoria. A 
branch line runs from the 190th mile (from Durban) to Harrismith 
in the Orange Free State. The length of this branch is about 60 
miles, 24 of which are within the Orange Free State. Small 
branch lines, extending a few miles, run from Durban north and 
south ; and there are a few other branch lines connected with the 
main one. The total cost of the construction of these lines has 
been about 6} millions sterling. The total receipts of the railways 
amounted in 1897-98 to 1,000,3271., and the total expenditure 
during the same period to 538 3561. The net receipts in 1898 
were equivalent to about 5:7 per cent. of the capital expended on 
construction. 

Revenue.—The public revenue of the Colony amounted in 1898 
to 1,964,315/. and the expenditure to 1,812,318/. The public debt 
already exceeds 8 millions sterling. The currency is exclusively 
British sterling, and the chief banks in the Colony are the Natal 
Bank, the Standard Bank of South Africa, the Bank of Africa, 
and the African Banking Corporation, which keep up between 
them some sixteen establishments. There is also a Government 
Savings’ Bank which was started some thirty years ago. 

“Capital,” a Calcutta journal, says that India has a direct 
interest in Natal derived from the extensive coolie emigration to 
that Colony. It is conducted under the Emigration Act, and the 
coolies, who are recruited in India, are bound down for periods 
of five years, at a remuneration of 10s. per month with rations 
and quarters, Several of the immigrant coolies on the expiry 
of their contracts proceed to the Transvaal. For the last two years 
or so the emigration from India to Natal was practically suspended 
on account of the prevalence of plague in India; but it is now 
being recommenced, as at least 10,000 are urgently needed. 

In 1856 Natal was made a separate Colony with a Governor and 
an Executive and a Legislative Council; and in 1892 it was 
created a responsible Colony. The population consists of, 
roughly, 50,000 Europeans, 40,000 Indian coolies, and slightly 
over 450, 000 African natives,

Of the ports in the above table, Bunder-Abbas and Lingah, the 
nearest to India, have a preponderance of trade with that country,

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and Lingah, in addition, monopolises most of the trade to and 
from the opposite coast of the Gulf with what are known as the 
Arab ports. Mohammerah on the Shat-el-Arab, the river which 
unites the two streams of the Euphrates and the Tigris, is 
principally a port of entry for goods going to Baghdad and 
Basrah and to Ispahan via Shushtar. ‘ 

There remains Bushire, the most important trading station in 
the Gulf and that which enjoys the greatest share of trade with the 
United Kingdom, and it will be interesting to compare the trade 
of this port for the year 1898 with that of the two preceding 

ears.

The increase in the percentage of imports from “ other countries” 
in 1898 as compared with 1897 is principally due to larger ship- 
ments from Persian ports, and to the trade with Turkey and China 
having also increased. The imports from Russia into Bushire, which 
were valued at 2,117. in 1896, fell to 750]. in 1897, but increased 
to 3,719/. in 1898. British trade is still predominant. The value 
of the imports for 1898 was 843,000/., as compared with 1,145,0001. 
in 1897 and 788,000/. in 1896. In 1897, it may be noted, 
the value of the imports from the United Kingdom and India 
rose to 85°8 per cent. of the whole trade of the port. It may be 
noted, on the other hand, that the imports into Bushire from 
France have steadily declined from 99,0001. in 1896 to 56,000/. in 
1897 and 34,0001. in 1898.

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_ The “other countries.” of the above table are principally Turkey, 
Egypt, and Persian ports. China always leads in the value of the 
exports, the principal article being Persian opium. With 
reference to the aggregate trade of the Persian Gulf ports, it may 
be stated that in 1898 the imports from the United Kingdom ani 
India amounted to 649 per cent. of the whole import trade. 
In 1897 the proportion was 68:1, and in 1896 63-7 per cent. 

H.M. Consul-General at Bushire, in his report for 1898, states 
that the volume of trade in that year unfortunately did not show 
the improvement predicted in the report for 1897, consequent 
upon the grain crop not turning out as good as was anticipated. 

The principal imports showing a decrease are cotton goods, 
arms, loaf sugar, candles, drugs, chinaware, matches, and timber. 
The following imports show increases: tea, provisions, soft sugar, 
copper, yarns, indigo, woollen goods, coffee, kerosine oil, glassware, 
gold lace, and hardware. 

The exports on the other hand have improved under the heads 
of shells, carpets, tobacco, almonds, gum, wheat, and _ horses, 
but a decrease is found in the case of arms, opium, wool, dates, 
hides, cotton, perfumery, and silk. 

The German firm trading under the style of Deutsch Persische 
Handels Gesellschaft mentioned in the report for 1897 (see 
“ Board of Trade Journal” for February, 1899), confined their 
transactions chiefly to imports of German sugar, and failing to 
obtain paying indents went into liquidation, having almost 
absorbed the subscribed capital. It would appear from this that 
old established firms need not at present fear competition from 
foreign enterprises to any great extent, but it must not be accepted 
that further attempts will not be made in the near future. It is 
believed that a large German association, which has established 
trading centres in East Africa and Zanzibar, will extend their 
operations to the Persian Gulf at an early date. 

It is not, however, German competition which British manu- 
facturers need most to fear. Though no figures are given in the 
returns as regards cotton goods imported from Holland, yet such 
goods are said to be seen in the markets marked,“ made in 
Holland.” Some houses are evidently importing into Persia, 
through Bushire, and via Baghdad and Kermanshah, grey and 
white shirtings, dyed cottons and prints of poor and cheap quality, 
for which class of goods there has been much demand owing to 
the impoverished condition of the principal buyers, who cannot 
afford to indulge in better material. These Dutch goods are 
transhipped either at Manchester or London into British bottoms ; 
they are, therefore, treated as imports from the United Kingdom. 

The Consul adds that British manufacturers might find it to 
their interest to study the reason why their Dutch competitors are 
able to send these goods to Persia and find a sale for them, not- 
withstanding that they have to pay extra freight and other charges 
to the British port of transhipment. 
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Shipping.— The shipping of the Persian Gulf ports, viz., Bunder- 
Abbas, Lingah, Bushire, Mohammerah, Bahrain, and the ports of 
the Arab coast is very largely in the hands of British ship owners, 
as seen in the following table, which shows the tonnage of vessels 
entered and cleared at all the above-named places, distinguishing 
British vessels, in the years 1895, 1896, and 1897 :—-

From the above table it will be seen that British trade with 
Maskat is still on the increase, and (with India) formed over 88 
per cent. of the total import trade of the port in 1897-98. The 
exports from Maskat to the United Kingdom are not distinguished, 
but the value of the exports to India alone in 1897-98 formed 
nearly 72 per cent. of the total.

CHANGES IN THE AUSTRIAN POSTAL TARIFF. 


In a report to the Foreign Office, dated 1st December, the 
Commercial Attaché to H.M. Embassy at Vienna notifies certain 
changes in the Austrian Postal Tariff, which are to come! into 
force on the 1st January next. As regards foreign postage, all 
letters for abroad are to pay at the rate of 25 hellers (124 kreuzers) 
per 15 grammes, instead of the present rate of 20 hellers i 
(10 kreuzers). The registration fee for foreign letters is to be 
raised from 20 to 25 hellers. The fee for postal orders will in 
future be calculated at the rate of 25 hellers per 25 crowns or part 
of 25 crowns up to 100. If the sum to be remitted exceeds 
100 crowns, the subsequent hundreds will only pay at the rate of 
25 hellers per 50 crowns. Money orders for the British Isles or 
for the United States will pay at the uniform rate of 25 hellers 
for every 25 crowns or part of 25 crowns, whatever the sum 
remitted. The above changes do not refer to Germany, Montenegro, 
or Servia, with which countries Austria has special postal 
conventions. 

As will be seen, the impending changes are announced in crowns 
and hellers instead of in florins and kreuzers, this being the new 
system of reckoning which is to be universally adopted. 
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V.—INTERNATIONAL RAILWAY CONGRESS AT PARIS. 


A recent number of the ‘“ United States Consular Reports ” 
contains the programme for the Sixth International Congress of 
Railways, which will meet 15th September, 1900, at Paris. The 
subjects to be discussed are :— 

Section 1, ways and works.—Nature of metal for rails; rail 
joints; points and crossings ; maintenance of way on lines with 
heavy traffic; methods of dealing with snow; construction and 
tests of metallic bridges ; transition from a rising to a falling 
gradient ; preservation of timber; ballast ; creeping of rails. 

Section 3, locomotives and rolling stock.— Exhaust and draught in 
locomotives; locomotives for trains run at very high speed; 
stability of locomotive axles; banking, piloting, or double 
heading; purification of feed water of locomotives and use of 
disincrustants ; use of steel and ingot iron in construction of 
locomotives and rolling stock; brakes and couplings of carriages 
and waggons; economical size of goods trucks or capacity of 
freight cars; electric traction ; auto-motor vehicle. 

Section 2, traffic.—Train lighting; handling and conveyance of 
broken loads; long-distance goods trains; economical interlocking 
apparatus; automatic block system; signals for repeating visible 
signals; use of the telephone; safety appliances for preventing 
collisions arising from runaway waggons; sorting by gravitation ; 
distribution of rolling stock. 

Section 4, general.—Accounts; railway clearing houses ; 
grouping of goods; technical education of railway servants— 
appointment and promotion; co-operative societies and stores 
under railway management ; facilities for customs inspection. 

Section 5, light railways.—Influence of light railways on national 
wealth ; means of developing light railways; main lines crossed 
by light railways ; conveyance of farm produce to stations on main 
railways; carriages and waggons for light railways; warming of 
carriages on light railways. 

The programme gives the names of those who will report on the 
various subjects. Reports from United States representatives will 
be made in regard to nature of metal for rails; ballast; exhaust 
and draught in locomotives; locomotives: for high-speed trains ; 
use of steel and ingot iron in the construction of locomotives and 
rolling stock; brakes and couplings; capacity of freight cars ; 
electric traction; conveyance of broken loads; automatic block 
system; railway clearing house; technical education of railway 
servants; conveyance of farm produce to stations on the main 
railways. 

Other matters which will be discussed are :—Use of liquid fuel 
in locomotives; international passenger fares and goods tariffs ; 
suburban passenger traffic; organization of funds for providing 
pensions to employees ; benefit societies of Russian railways (old- 
age pensions, sick and accident funds, mutual loan arrangements, 
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VI.—THE CANADIAN IRON INDUSTRY. 


The following particulars respecting the Canadian Iron Industry 
and the possibilities of its future development, with more especial 
reference to the iron deposits of Bell Island, Newfoundland, are 
extracted from articles which have recently appeared in the 
“Canadian Manufacturer ” :— 

A short time ago, in consequence of the sinking of a steamer 
in the Sault Ste. Marie river by which navigation was suspended 
for about a week from all Lake Superior to lower ports, great 
distress was felt, especially by the Chicago, Cleveland, Buffalo, 
and other iron furnaces, because of the interruption of their 
supplies of ore; and this emphasizes the fact that although 
American furnaces that depend upon ore mined in the Lake 
Superior region enjoy remarkable facilities for obtaining them, 
there is always a possibility of interruption through just such 
incidents as that here alluded to. 

The ores are exceedingly rich in metallic iron, the mines are 
easily worked, they are contiguous to good harbours and deep 
water, the ore-carrying vessels have very large capacity and are 
speedy in their movements, and the facilities for loading and un- 
loading and otherwise handling ore cannot be excelled, perhaps 
not equalled, anywhere. It should be observed, however, that the 
jocations of these lake port furnaces are such that they are not 
contiguous to their sources of supply of either ore or fuel, and 
that water transportation is possible to them only about eight 
months of the year. It should also be observed that under the 
advantages possessed by these furnaces, and in the face of the dis- 
advantages, the iron industry and the collateral trades incident 
thereto in the lake regions of the United States, have assumed the 
most remarkable importance, and have contributed to a great 
extent in placing that country far in the lead of all iron producing 
nations. 

Whatever may be said of the lake regions and centres of iron 
production of the United States, considering their facilities for 
production, may with equal force be spoken regarding the lake 
regions and centres of Canada, for Canada can also draw upon 
these American sources for supplies both of ore and fuel, the 
water facilities being common to both countries; but it is only 
a matter of time when the iron mines of Canada bordering 
on Lake Superior will be opened up; and the same may be 
said of mines in the more eastern portions of Ontario. Of course 
ore from some of these mines is now being used in both Canadian 
and American furnaces. 

Great as are the possibilities of Ontario in the development of 
an iron industry similar to that of the United States bordering on 
the Great Lakes, those of Nova Scotia are infinitely greater in 
that the supplies of both ore and fuel are cheaper, more accessible, 
and not handicapped by a limited season during which water 
transportation is.available; and it really seems that the recently 
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organised Dominion Iron and Steel Company, who are now 
ushing the construction of their new furnaces and other works in 
Cape Breton, having control of all the capital they may require, 
will soon be in a position to manufacture iron and steel at lower 
cost than any other concern in the world. In addition to the 
command the company have of most of the known iron ore 
deposits in different parts of Nova Scotia, and in New Brunswick 
also, most of which are of superior quality, they also own or 
control some very remarkable deposits in Newfoundland that are 
contiguous to deep water harbours accessible all the year 
round. Nothing has contributed so much to the cheapening of 
iron in the West as the increased size of the vessels that navigate 
the upper lakes. It is well known that the larger the cargo a 
ship can take the cheaper freight rates will be. But there is a 
limit to the size of ships that can go through the Sault canals, 
and they would have to be greatly enlarged and the lake harbours 
deepened at enormous expense, before boats drawing twenty-four 
feet of water, such as can reach the piers at low tide, in a great 
many harbours in the maritime provinces, and in Newfoundland, 
could be accommodated. Indeed these provinces abound in 
magnificent harbours capable of accommodating not only the 
largest ships now on the ocean, but much bigger ships than any 
et built. 
: Ore from the Lake Superior mines can only be shipped by 
water for about eight months of the year, lake navigation being 
closed during the winter. There are thirteen harbours in New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia open throughout the year, viz., 
St. John and St. Andrews in New Brunswick, and Halifax, 
Louisburg, Yarmouth, Annapolis, Barrington, Liverpool, Lock- 
port, Lunenburg, Parrsboro’ and Shelbourne in Nova Scotia, 
besides a host of good harbours which are open nine months of the 
year. ‘The iron ores in every section of the maritime provinces 
are within easy reach of seaports and could be transported to 
Sydney or Louisburg at all seasons of the year. 

Pittsburg, the leading iron centre of the United States, gets 
nearly all its iron ore from the mines south of Lake Superior, and 
the ore has to be carried for about a thousand miles, first by rail, 
then by water, and again by rail, involving three handlings, before 
it reaches the blast furnaces, while the ore to be used by the 
Dominion Iron and Steel Company in the blast furnaces at 
Sydney, N.S., will come from the Great Bell Island mine in 
Conception Bay, Newfoundland, about 400 miles distant from 
Sydney, and will only have to be handled once, being loaded at 
the mine upon large ships that will lay it down at the pier of the 
company right beside the blast furnaces. 

Mr. R. E. Chambers, the manager of this remarkable 
mine, in a recent interview, states some facts and makes some 
suggestions that bear strongly upon the possibilities of the cheap 
manufacture of iron in Canada. He says that the ore of Great 
Bell Island can be mined and loaded on ships for from 25 
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to 30 cents per ton. This is nota matter of conjecture, but of 
actual experience extending over several years in which 600,000 
tons of ore have been mined and shipped. No royalty has to be 

id. Some idea of the freight rate from Great Bell Island to 
Ssitiaiy, a distance of about 400 miles, can be obtained from the 
freight rates on the ores shipped from Lake Superior ports to Ohio 
ports, a much longer distance. The average rate during 1898 on 
iron ore shipped from Escanaba to Ohio ports was 50:8 cents; 
from Marquette to Ohio ports, 59°8 cents; head of Lake 
Superior to Ohio ports, 61 cents. The average rate during the 
past ten years has been ; from Escanaba, 67 cents; from Marquette, 
83 cents; from the head of Lake Superior, 94 cents. During 
recent years the rates have been lowered owing to the increased 
size of the boats navigating the upper lakes. Most of the ore 
from Lake Superior was brought down to Lake Erie ports last year 
in the large 6,000 ton ships which were put in commission in 
1897. It was found that the smaller boats could not compete with 
them. 

The distance from Great Bell Island to Sydney being much 
shorter and through much deeper waters without any canals to go 
through, or any tortuous, narrow channels to navigate, larger 
cargoes could be carried and better time could be made, so that 
the freight rate on ore should be lower. It may therefore be 
assumed that the cost of laying down ore at the Sydney blast 
furnaces, including mining, loading, shipping, and unloading will 
not exceed 1 dollar per ton, and it may be considerably less. 
Compare this with the cost of ore in other places. At Cleveland, 
according to “The Mineral Industry,” the prices fixed last year 
were as follows: Hematite ores, Bessemer quality, 2 dols. 
55 cents to 3 dols. 25 cents; hematite ores, non-Bessemer 
quality, 2 dols. 10 cents to 2 dols. 25 cents. The annual 
statistical report of the American Iron and Steel Association gives 
the prices at which sales were made early in 1899 for season 
delivery at Cleveland as follows: No. 1 Bessemer hematites, 
2 dols. 80 cents to 3 dols. 25 cents; soft hematites, No. 1, non- 
Bessemer, 2 dols. to 2 dols. 15 cents. From Cleveland to 
Pittsburg the iron ore has to be carried by rail and the freight 
rate on ore must be added. 

The Nova Scotia Steel Company has been selling Great Bell 
Island ore in Rotterdam at a price which amounted to 1 dol. 15 
cents per ton at the mine, after deducting the cost of trans- 
portation, giving them a profit of 85 or 90 cents per ton, and it is 
said that the Dominion Iron and Steel Company have assurances 
that they can sell ore in Rotterdam for delivery next year at from 
15 to 16 marks per ton, which would give them from 1 dol. 65 
cents to 1 dol. 90 cents at the mine after paying the cost of 
mining and transportation, making the profit on every ton of ore 
mined for export from 1 dol. 35 cents. to 1 dol. 60 cents. 

Another report says that the company’s works at Sydney, 
Cape Breton, are being erected at tidewater, with wharves at 
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which the largest steamers can tie up. There are to be four 
smelting furnaces, each with a minimum capacity of 250 tons a 
day. The steel works will be near the smelting furnaces, so that 
the molten iron can be transferred there and converted into steel 
without being allowed to cool. The steel plant will have a 
minimum capacity of 800 tons a day. The company will 
make its own coke for smelting, and immense ovens for this 
purpose are being built. These will be so constructed that the 

as produced in the process will be utilized in the making of steel. 
fie of the blast furnaces will, it is expected, be in operation by 
August of next year, and others will follow until the whole will be 
in operation by the autumn of 1901. The steei plant will be 
somewhat later in getting into operation, but the promoters expect 
to have the whole gigantic establishment in complete running 
order within three years from date. 

The demand for coal will be immense, and it will be supplied 
from the company’s own mines in the immediate neighbourhood 
at a price lower, it is said, than it is possible for the Pittsburg 
iron men to secure their coal. The company owns seven mines at 
Sydney, capable of yielding 3,500,000 tons of coal anuually. 

The iron mines on Bell Island, in Conception Bay, are said to 
constitute a remarkable deposit of hematite iron. The island gj 
practically a mass of iron, the veins running under the sea. The 
ore ledges are of most peculiar formation ; they are in the shape 
of segregated cubes formed by cracks running transversely. No. 3 
seam, which is now being worked, is 10 feet thick, 300 feet wide, 
and 3 miles long. It is estimated that there are 28,000,000 
tons of ore available on the island without following the seams 
under the sea. 
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VII.—OPENING OF THE SOULANGES CANAL (CANADA). 


The formal opening of the Soulanges Canal occurred on 9th 
October, and celebrated the completion of the last link in the 
heretofore unfinished route by which navigation by vessels draw- 
ing 14 feet of water is possible between Port Arthur, in Canada, 
and Duluth, in the United States, at the western extremity of 
Lake Superior, and in the very heart of the American continent, 
and Montreal, the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and the Atlantic Ocean. 
The “Canadian Manufacturer” is of opinion that the opening of 
this great waterway will revolutionise the waterborne traffic 
of the great lakes, diverting a large portion of it from New 
York (now carried via the Erie Canal) to Canada’s great 
shipping port, Montreal. “The Manufacturer ” goes on to say :— 

“The Soulanges is the connecting link between Lake St. 
Francis and Lake St. Louis, between which sheets of water the 
St. Lawrence tumbles 824 feet. In a distance of about 16 miles 
there are the Coteau, Cedars, Split Rock and Cascades rapids. At 
extremely low water, there is a depth of not more than six feet in 
the river channel at some places, and it is to surmount these 
rapids that the Soulanges Canal has been constructed. 

“The canal is 14 miles long, and leaves the foot of St. 
Francis Lake at McDonnel’s Point, just below the village of Coteau 
Landing. For 1} miles it runs straight, touching the margin of 
the river about a mile from the upper entrance, and from the end 
of this tangent the line sweeps around to the north-east, behind 
the village of Coteau du Lac. It is then continued by a second 
tangent of some 84 miles long, passing about 1 mile inland 
from Cedars village. Thence, the line bends slightly to the north 
and joins the Ottawa River, about 2 miles from its confluence 
with the St. Lawrence, at Cascades Point. For all practical 
purposes of navigation the canal is a straight line throughout, 
and is 2 miles shorter than the route by the river. 

“The fall of 824 feet is overcome by four locks; 70} feet of this 
being at the Cascades end, where the bluff forming the right bank 
of the Vaudreuil branch of the Ottawa gives an opportunity of 
locating three of the locks in the first mile, each having a rise of 
234 feet. There is an interval of over 2 miles between the third 
and fourth locks, the latter being about 3 miles from the lower 
entrance. Here the lift is variable; it is about 124 feet at mean 
water of Lake St. Francis, but at extreme high periods it would, if 
this water were allowed to enter the canal, be about 15 feet. 
About 1,000 feet above lock No. 4, there is a pair of guard gates, 
placed for safety to the lower locks in case of an accident. At the 
upper, or Lake St. Francis entrance, there is a guard lock, by 
which the surface level of the summit can be regulated, without 
interruption or danger to navigation. At periods of high water, 
this will be used as a lift lock, but, at ordinary stages of the lake, 
its surface level will be that of the canal. The distribution of 
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lockage is supplemented by a series of weirs for the passage of the 
necessary supply. 

“ Work on the canal began in 1893, but slow progress was niadle. 
When the Hon. A. G. Blair® accepted the position of Minister of 
Railways, after the last: general election, his first public announee- 
ment was that he would have, during the season of 1898, or within 
less than two years, a fourteen-foot waterway from the great, lakes. 
to the Atlantic. The failure of some of the contractors to carry gut 
their work and the Government having to re-let the same, caused 
unavoidable delays, or the Minister's promise would have been 
fulfilled last autumn. As it is, he has done very much better than 
many anticipated when he made his announcement. 

“One of the great objects which the canal is supposed ter 
accomplish is the diversion of the traffic to the Canadian route 
which now finds an outlet-by Buffalo. The Soulanges Canal alone 
was estimated to cost 5,250,000 dols., but it will exceed that 
figure. 
er To describe one lock is to give a description of them all. The 
lock is filled and emptied through culverts in the side walls, from 
which cast-iron pipes thirty inches in diameter, ten on each: side, 
lead into the bottom of the chamber. ‘The lock will be filled in about, 
five or six minutes. At the head of each culvert there is placed 
an eight by four-foot shaft operated from a coping, a six by six- 
foot sluice of the pattern used on the Manchester Ship Canal. 
Each lift lock is provided with a heavy breast wall at its upper 
end, so that if a vessel goes ahead too far it will strike against the 
breast wall and damage itself instead of carrying away the gates. 
The gates are solidly built. One leaf of the lower gates of the 
high lift locks at the Cascades end of the canal weighs over 90 
tons. The timber used is principally Douglas fir, which was 
hauled across the continent for the purpose. The lockages are 
expected to be made easily in from twelve to fifteen minutes. 
The capacity of the canal, at four lockages an hour, on the basis 
of one-third west-bound freight, would be about 20, 000,000 tons 
in an ordinary season. The chief engineer of the canal is Mr. 
Thomas Monro, who has had a large experience in connection 
with canal building in the Dominion of Canada.” 
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VIIIL—COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN THE YUKON 
DISTRICT. 


A telegram, from the Canadian Minister of the Interior to the 
Canadian High Commissioner in London, states that the royalty 
collected to Ist November, on the output of gold in the Yukon 
district for this year amounts to 739,689 dols. It is estimated 
that the output for next year will be double that for the present 
year. About 50 miles of Government roads have now been 
completed, which will make the more remote portions of the 
Klondike district easier of access than they have hitherto been. 
The telegraph line from Lake Bennett to Dawson City is in good 
working order, and in favourable circumstances telegrams can now 
reach there in four days, including the time required for the con- 
veyance of the messages from Vancouver to Skagway by steamer. 

A recent report of the American Consul at Dawson City, states 
that a better class of buildings has been erected in Dawson during 
the summer of 1899. Several new hotels have been built, with 
electric lights and other modern conveniences, the rooms renting 
on an average at 100 dols. per month. Restaurants adhere to the 
prices of a year ago, but govud board.can be obtained at the clubs 
and messes for 75 dols. per month. The new buildings are from 
two to three stories high, the lower parts being occupied by saloons 
and stores, while the upper floors are devoted to offices and lodging 
rooms. Rents of rooms in buildings centrally located, however, 
have not depreciated. 

Storekeepers have done well the past summer, although the 
prices of last year have not been maintained. 

Dawson has now an organised Board of Trade, officered by sound 
business men. 

The embargo on lager beer and liquors has been raised. Some 
2,500 barrels of bottled beer have been warehoused during the hot 
spell, awaiting release by the authorities. The loeal breweries are 
prohibited from making beer. 

Many miners’ families have come in for the winter. 

It is said that there is quite a congestion of freight at White 
Horse, a great quantity of which is machinery for thawing and 
other mining purposes. The upper-river steamers, of which there 
are over a dozen running between Dawson and White Horse, will 
not, it is thought, be able to take all the freight away before the 
close of navigation. It now takes from twelve to fourteen days to 
make the round trip (against eight or nine during June, July, and 
August), on account of the days being so much shorter. 

The number of cases of typhoid fever in Dawson during the 
month of August last, averaged about 100 in St. Mary’s and the 
Good Samaritan hospitals, and 25 in private institutions. Last 
year, the hospitals were not prepared to take care of the numerous 
patients, and many were compelled to use bedsteads with only a 
pair or two of blankets to take the place of mattresses. The 
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hospitals are now better equipped. The death rate has notably 
decreased. 

The packing of supplies to the mines on the creeks has proved 
very profitable all the summer, rates averaging 1 cent per pound 
per mile for horse or mule service. Dogs also take a prominent 
part in this work, carrying from 25 to 40 pounds each (the goods 
being put in canvas bags, used as pack saddles), and going in 
trains of from one to ten animals. 

A larger number of claims have been worked in this section 
this summer than last, some of them being operated with 
machinery running the full 24 hours. 

The postal money-order service at Dawson has been of inesti- 
mable value to persons sending out small sums of money to their 
friends, the following report of the amounts issued each we2k for 
seven weeks, showing a steady increase : — 

Orders issued from—July 16 to 22, 1,235°00 dols.; July 23 to 
31, 4,167°50 dols.; August 1 to 8, 5,959°22 dols.; August 9 to 15, 
6,300°75 dols. ; August 16 to 22, 4,504-05 dols.; August 23 to 81, 
7,829'75 dols. ; September 1 to 8, 8,578°52 dlls. 


On going to press, the Board of 'l'rade have learned that a cable 
has been received at the offices of the High Commissioner for 
Canada, in which the value of the output of gold in the 
Yukon District for last season is estimated at 17,000,000 dols.. 


IX.—THE TRADE OF HAMBURG IN 1898 IN WAR 
MATERIAL AND EXPLOSIVES. 


A memorandum on the trade of Hamburg in 1898 in war 
material and explosives has been received at the Board of Trade 
through the Colonial Office, to which is annexed the following 
table containing a statement of the respective values of rifles and 
other small arms, cannon and cartridges, as also of gunpowder 
and dynamite, exported by sea from Hamburg to the diffevent 
countries of the world in the year 1898, It will be seen, 
therefore, that the countries to which most war material was 
shipped from Hamburg last year were Spain, Brazil, China, Greece, 
Mexico, Turkey, the Argentine Republic, and West Africa; whilst 
the most extensive shipments of explosives were made to Australia, 
Cape Colony, United Kingdom, China, Japan, Spain, Greece, 
Chile, and the United States of America. 

1. Rifles, Cannon, &e.—Comparing: the figures which give the 
total values of the exportation of war material to all countries of 
the world in 1898 with those of the years 1897 and 1896, it will 
be found that in comparison with the figures for 1897, those for 
last year show a falling off of about 15 per cent. as regards 
rifles and other small arms, but an increase of 100 per cent. as 
regards the shipments of cannon, and of 50 per cent. as regards 
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the shipments of cartridges and percussion caps. The increase in 
the shipment of these articles in 1898 was chiefly due to more 
extensive exportations of cannon to Chile, Spain, Portugal, Greece, 
and China, and of increased demand for cartridges in particular 
from Chile, and in a minor extent from Turkey, Greece, China, and 
German East Africa. On comparing, however, the figures for last 
year with those for 1896, it will be found that the total exportations 
of rifles as well as of other small arms and also cannon were nearly 
three and four times as large in the latter year ; whilst on the other 
hand the total exportations of cartridges were 50 per cent. greater 
last year than in 1896. The very considerable shipments of rifles 
and other small arms and of cannon in the year 1896 were, it may 
be here remarked, due to exceptionally large demands in that year 
from the following countries :—

It is not possible to ascertain what exact proportion of the 
arms and ammunition which are annually exported from Hamburg 
is manufactured in Germany itself; but, in so far as concerns 
rifles, this proportion may be estimated at about 80 or 90 per 
cent., whilst the remainder are of Austrian or Belgian, and (a 
small quantity) of American manufacture. A certain quantity of 
rifles are, it is true, imported annually to Germany, also from 
Great Britain and a few other countries, but these are not re- 
exported, being intended for sporting purposes, and are sold in 
Germany itself. The cannon as well as the cartridges and percussion 
caps shipped from Hamburg are all manufactured in Germany. 

2. Explosives—With regard to the export trade in gunpowder 
and dynamite and other explosives (guncotton, carbonite, spiralite, 
and cordite) it will be seen by the figures at the foot of the follow- 
ing table that, whilst the annual value of the total shipments of 
gunpowder from Hamburg has been gradually increasing during 
the past three years, that of the total shipments of dynamite and 
other explosives has experienced a gradual diminution. Nearly 
all of the explosives exported from Hamburg are manufactured in 
North Germany. In the vicinity of Hamburg there are 
several large establishments for the manufacture of dynamite, 
various kinds of gunpowder, and other explosives. 

Besides the exports of explosives by sea, which are given 
in the following table, considerable quantities of these products 
are sent from the district to the interior of Germany and also to 
Austria by rail and river.

The value of the total trade of the Colony in 1897 was, therefore, 
353,2001., and in 1898, 421,200/. To these figures must be added 
8001. and 4001. the value of the total trade of the. French Congo 
with other French Colonies in the years 1897 and 1898 respectively. 

The share of the mother country in the total trade of this colony 
is therefore a small one, amounting only to about 20-7 per cent. in 
1897 and 26:0 in 1898. The principal articles imported in 1898 
were yarns and tissues, manufactures of metals, beverages, and 

rms and ammunition, and the following table will serve to show

In no instance does the import of an article from the mother 
country exceed the aggregate imports from cther places. In the 
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case of metals (not included in the above table) the value of the 
imports from France in 1898 was only 2881. out of a total value of 
4,8001. 

The principal products exported from French Congo in 1898 
were rubber, ivory, ebony, redwood, palm kernels, and coffee, and 
the following table shows the value of such exports to France and 
other countries :—

The only article in the above table in which France takcs a 
larger share than all other countries combined is ebony, and 
in some cases the share of the mother countiy is almost nil, as in 
that of redwood and of palm oil (not stated above), of which article 
French Congo sent 2,300/. worth to other countries in 1898 and 
none whatever to France. 

In 1897, the total exports of rubber were valued at 89,000/. 
With regard to ivory, the quantity exported in 1897 is stated to 
have been 86,000 kilogs. of a value of 63,9001., while in 1898 the 
quantity rose to 102,400 kilogs. and the value fell to 61,4007. 
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XI.—INDUSTRIAL ENTERPRISE IN BULGARIA. 


A despatch, dated 7th November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Agent-General at Sofia, transmitting a 
report of the Sofia Chamber of Commerce on Industrial Enterprise 
in Bulgaria, as follows :— 

The Sofia Chamber of Commerce having directed its attention 
to the backward state of native industries in Bulgaria, and, 
having, from many considerations, come to the conclusion that an 
industrial enquiry ought to be set on foot, after a full considera- 
tion of the reasons for such an enquiry, has adopted the following 
resolutions :— 

1. The Bureau of the Chamber is commissioned immediately to 
enquire into the requirements of the industries, great and small, 
within the district of the Chamber, and to study all the conditions 
under which similar industries are carried on in countries which 
compete with Bulgarian industries. 

_ 2, To recommend the Ministry of Commerce and Agriculture to 

cause similar investigations to be undertaken in the districts of 
other Chambers of Commerce, so as to obtain a general review of 
the situation and requirements of native industries. 

3. The Bureau of the Chamber will draw up a special scheme, to 
serve as a basis for the investigation. Among other points it 
shall comprise the following questions, which are to be answered 
fully and in detail :-— 

(a) What are the causes of the inability of native industry to 
stand up against foreign competition ? 

(b) What is the cost of raw materials and half-manufactured 
goods to foreign manufacturers who compete with ours, and what 
price do our manufacturers have to pay for the same articles 
delivered at the factory ? 

(c) What is the cost of coal to foreign manufacturers and to 
ours ? 

d) What measures should be taken by the National Bank for 
the relief and the strengthening of pure industrial and commercial 
credit (eredit respectively of first establishment and of exploitation), 
it being borne in mind that the Bank, in the financing of its 
credits, acts rather as a “‘ commanditaire” than as a banker in the 
ordinary sense of the word ? 

(e) Has not the time come to form a special fund from the net 

rofits of the bank, specially derived from commercial operations 
in the country and amounting to 1,000,000 francs, which it 
annually contributes to the Treasury, such fund to be exclusively 
applied in the interests of commerce and industry ? 

({) How could the National Bank, whosc advances to native 
industries are twice as costly as those in competing countries, 
most rationally reduce its rate of discount, while accumulating the 
necessary specie in its vaults and issuing against it notes sufficient 
for the requirements of the internal circulation, conditionally, of 
course, on the maintenance of a purely autonomous bank policy ? 
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(y) What improvement should be introduced into the present 
railway and navigation services in the interests of native 
industries ? 

(h) What advantage would accrue to native industries and com-+ 
merce from the establishment of commercial agencies at the 
railway stations and at the seaports ? 

(i) ‘To what causes must be ascribed the weak position of joint- 
stock campanies and their premature dissolution, and what 
measures should be taken to guard them against crises ? 

(:) What reductions should be made in existing ‘railway tariffs, 
and which industries, and the exportation of what products, should 
be most favoured ? 

(l) What are the rates of wages and the productive capacity of 
the operatives in Bulgaria and in competing countries ? 

(m) What manufactured goods can we export, and to what 
countries ? 

(n) By what measures can the export of these manufactured 
goods be increased. 

(0) In what direction should our elementary and intermediate 
education, which now only produces employé3, be reformed so as to 
be placed at the service of commerce, industry and agriculture, 
and upon what basis should our primary and _ intermediate 
education be placed ? 

(p) Upon which industrial product should the State repay the 
import duties levied upon those products in the countries into 
which they are imported ? 

(q) How should commercial missions abroad and the subsidis- 
ing of commercial travellers be regulated ? 

(r) Wiat support can the communes bestow upon industry ? 

(s) How could the establishment of Bulgarian export houses at 
home and abroad, and especially in the foreign trade centres with 
which we maintain a lively commercial intercourse, be brought 
about ? 

(t) What industries require the raising of the import duties, 
and to what extent ? 

4. A credit of 1,590 francs is allotted for carrying out the 
industrial enquiry. 

5. The Bureau of the Chamber is commissioned personally to 
solicit the support of the Minister of Commerce and Agriculture 
for this enquiry, and to demand that the other Chambers should 
also set an enquiry on foot, in order that in this manner materials 
may be prepared for the next commercial conventions, 

In connection withthe question of the opening of an industrial 
enquiry, the Sofia Chamber of Commerce also occupied itself with 
the question, so important for the trade and industry of Bulgaria, 
of the alterations to be introduced into the new -commercial 
conventions to be concluded in ‘1903, and resolved to make the 
following recommendations to the Ministry of Commerce and 
Agriculture :— 

1. The Ministry should, in conjunction with the Chambers of 
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Commerce, revise the existing commercial conventions which have 
to be renewed in 1903, and should examine whether the system of 
ad valorem duties should be maintained or the system of specific 
duties introduced. 

2. The basis of the future commercial conventions and of the 
future tariff should be compensating duties, which should cover the 
excess expenditure of the native relatively dearer products, which 
excess expenditure is now caused by the universally unfavourable 
conditions under which the native industry works. 

3. A general conventional tariff should be prepared, which 
should take account of the interests of native industry, and 
should be applied to all States falling under the category of 
the most-favoured-nation. For all other nations the general tariff 
should be in force. 

4, The materials necessary for the future commercial conven- 
tions should be prepared under the direction of the Ministry of 
Commerce and Agriculture in conjunction with the Chambers of 
Commerce, and this work should be begun as soon as possible. 
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XIL—THE INDUSTRIES OF THE FEDERAL DISTRICT 
OF MEXICO. 


The Federal District of Mexico corresponds to the District 
of Columbia in the United States, and forms a separate 
political division of the Republic of Mexico. All the various 
factories in the District of Mexico, with the exception of 
a linen factory, which is a private enterprise, are owned by 
companies registered in the city. The largest manufacturing 
ompany als> owns factories in the neighbouring States, and the 
greater part of the output from these mills in the shape of 
unbleached material is brought to the printing establishments in 
Mexico City, of which there are three, one being the property of 
the same company ; the other two are owned by companies having 
factories in the States of Jalisco and Puebla. 

The produce of the native mills and what is imported finds its 
way into the large drapers’ or dry-goods stores in the city, where 
it is retailed to the smaller establishments, as also to their branch 
houses in several of the large towns in the Republic, such as 
Guadalajara, Puebla, &c. Of these dry-goods stores there are 27 
in the City of Mexico, without counting a number of smaller shops 
and those in the suburban districts, whose stocks are obtained 
from them, either direct or through brokers, and are continually 
being replenished so that their assortment is always of the latest 
designs. 

The figures obtained from official publications (where perhaps 
to facilitate matters for the imposition of taxes, all houses dealing 
in any of these articles are classified together) show that 18 of 
the establishments are French, three German, three Spanish, two 
British, and one Swiss. With the exception of two British 
houses, which are simply agencies for the sale of well-known 
brands of sewing threads, they are large wholesale and retail 
drapers where everything made of cotton, wool, linen, or silk, 
either in piece or as manufactured articles, can be found. Nearly 
all receive shipments from Great Britain as well as France and 
Germany, either direct or by orders given to travellers from the 
large European houses. 

Recently a large mercantile establishment, something like the 
co-operative stores in London, has been opened in Mexico City, in 
which not only dry-goods but several other branches are combined. 
Whilst on the subject of cottons it may be as well to mention 
that a factory has also been established for making cotton sewing 
thread, whose trade mark, registered in Mexico, is similar to that 
of British manufacture, and misleading to the general public, but 
not sufficiently imitated to infringe the foreign mark. 

Hardware Stores and Ironmongers.—There are six principal 
establishments in the city (four German, one Spanish, and one 
Mexican) as well as a large number of smaller (Mexican) houses 
who purchase wholesale from the former. 

The assortment of merchandise carried by these six houses 
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includes ‘all kinds of furnishing hardware, nails, screws, bolts, 
cutlery, tools for agricultural and industrial purposes, *inining 
steel, iron pipes, &c., the bulk of which comes from Germany and 
the United States. British hardware and cutlery are received in 
very small proportions. 

_ These houses command nearly the whole of the hardware trade 
in the Republic, by the establishment of branches in the large 
cities and keeping them well supplied. In these cities the hard- 
ware stores also have a full assortment of groceries, dry-goods, 
stationery, and in some places are the principal mercantile 
establishments in the town. 

Machinery Warchouses—The hardware stores mentioned in the 
foregoing paragraph contain a complete stock of machinery in 
independent establishments. This arrangement is necessary for 
taxation purposes, and these will be found entered on the list 
under the head of machinery warehouses. All carry an assortment 


of engines, boilers, pumps, agricultural and electrical machinery of 


all kinds, leather belting, machinery for mining and industrial 
purposes, &c. Sewing machines are also included under this 
heading. The greater part of all this machinery comes from the 


United States, but many of these houses have some machines of 


British manufacture,.which owing to their weight do not find as 
ready a sale as those of American make. 

Agencies.—It is doubtless under this head that the greater part 
of the sales of iron and steel, machinery, &c., are effected. Out of 
the 24 houses assessed by the Contribution (Tax) Office, 12 are 
British, 10 American, and two Mexican representatives of foreign 
firms. Although many of these carry samples and even a small 
assortment of smaller articles, others are simply offices, where by 
means of catalogues, photographs aud price lists, sales of machinery 
are occasionally made. ‘This machinery in all probability would 
have to be manufactured when ordered, and cannot be delivered 
in less than from three to five months from the date of order if 
from England, as against two to three if from the United States. 

Under the heading of iron and steel are ineluded 15 brass and 
iron bed and mattress factories. Of these the principal are two 
Spanish and one American, all of whom make iron and brass 
bedsteads and woven wire mattresses. The brass furnishings for 
these beds come from abroad, but the ironwork is all made in 
Mexico. 

The prices at which these home-made bedsteads can be sold are 
such that the importation of those of foreign manufacture is 
undoubtedly decreased thereby. 

Iron Safes, which come under the import of iron and steel, 
are found in nearly all the hardware stores; but there are two 
American firms that carry large stocks of safes of all sizes, from 
the small iron box for money or deeds up to safes suitable for 
vaults. With very few exceptions these are all of American 
manufacture. 

As groceries and liquors are so closely united it is impossible to

deal with them separately. All the grocers keep a stock of wines and 
liquors, but there are a few places where only wines are obtainable. 
Most of the grocers’ establishments have a bar-room attached. 
There are nearly 500 of them in the Federal District, but the most 
important are situated in the centre of the city and number 
about 60, the largest proportion of them being owned by Spaniards. 
The assortment of their stock includes some provisions of British 
manufacture, but the origin of the bulk is France, Spain, and Italy. 

Lately American provision merchants have been developing 
their interests and are now doing a considerable trade, their 
products being more reasonable in price and more varied than. 
those from other countries. 

There are 20 wine merchants in Mexico city where wines 
exclusively are sold, in casks and in bottles; of these 12 are 
French, and the remainder are divided between Spaniards, Italians, 
and Germans. There are three Mexican wine dealers selling the 
products of native vineyards situated in the States of Guanajuato, 
Chihuahua, and Durango. 

Nearly all the British commission agents in Mexico City are 
representatives of Scotch whisky distilleries, but American and 
Canadian brands. made of rye, are in greater demand. 

Whiskies, spirits and liqueurs are made in the six distilleries in 
the city. Some of the products are sold with labels closely 
imitating foreign brands, which are not registered in Mexico. 

The importation of foreign beers is decreasing yearly. This is 
attributable to the following causes: firstly, because the duties are 
leviable on gross weight; secondly, the rate of exchange; and 
thirdly, owing to the establishment of new breweries in different 
parts of the Republic. The retail price of Mexican beer is 25 to 
35 cents. (6d. to 87.) per half-pint bottle, and foreign beers cost 
double that price. 

Candles are also sold at grocers and are nearly all of Dutch or 
Belgian manufacture. English composite candles, as a rule, are 
higher in price than those of Continental manufacture. There are 
two stearine candle factories in the city. Candles used in the 
Roman Catholic churches and cemeteries are made of native wax. 

In the Customs tariff, the heading of chemicals includes all 
kinds of drugs, patent medicines, perfumes, colours, &c., and as 
this seems to be a branch to itself the same heading is now 
employed to cover the same articles, which are obtained in all the 
large wholesale and retail druggists. There are 12 of these 
establishments in the City of Mexico, two of which also have 
factories for making acids and chemicals. ‘There are five manu- 
facturers of fancy soaps and perfumery, whose products are a very 
close imitation of European marks. 

There are several chemists, the principal being Germans and. 
Mexicans, but in many of the large druggist establishments a 
responsible professor of chemistry, appointed by the Board of 
Health, is always on hand for such services as may be required. 

There are 11 glass, china, and earthenware establishments in 
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the city, two of which deal exclusively in glassware of native 
manufacture. Five others are agents for native pottery factories 
situated principally in the State of Puebla. Another is a large 
establishment formed with Mexican capital; it imports all its 
glassware, but a great deal of the china and earthenware is made in 
its own factory, which is well equipped with modern machinery, 
and many of the workmen are English potters from Staffordshire. 

The three remaining establishments (one Swiss, one German, 
and one French) carry very large assortments imported from 
France, the United States, Germany, and England, including the 
ordinary table wares, statues, vases, and all kinds of ceramic ware 
for ornamental purposes. 

There are three paper factories in the Federal District, one 
British, one Spanish, and one Mexican, and also three cardboard 
factories owned by Mexicans. 

Under the heading of stationers may be included the deposits of 
two paper factories, situated in the Federal District and in the 
State of Mexico. There are eleven large stationers, where paper of 
all kinds made in America, Great Britain, Germany, and France is 
procurable, as also all kinds of blank books, many of which are 
ruled and bound in their own workshops, ink, &c. 

There are ten large booksellers who carry only an assortment of 

books, mostly French and Spanish, for use in the Government 
schools and private colleges. 
- There is only one establishment that combines the two branches ; 
it is American, and has its own printing office. English books, 
nearly all printed in America, are only obtainable at three of the 
booksellers’ and are usually expensive. 

The newspapers that are published in the city (three edited and 
controlled by Americans) with very few exceptions employ home- 
made paper. ‘This being of an inferior quality suits them better 
than foreign printing paper, which is too expensive for cheap 
literature, the price of some of the daily papers being only 
1 cent (jd.). 

There are seven houses dealing in wall papers, carrying selections 
made in France, Switzerland, Germany, Great Britain, and the 
United States. This trade is not confined to special houses, as 
large assortments are kept in stock by the leading druggists, 
drapers, and stationers. 

Among miscellaneous articles may be mentioned furniture, 
saddlery, and harness. 

No furniture of any importance is brought from Great Britain. 
American furniture, especially for offices, is imported by the four 
wholesale dealers (two American and two Mexican) in greater 
quantities every year. France exports supplies of fancy chairs and 
tables which are imported by the leading drapers and hardware stores. 

There are two establishments where saddlery and harness, and 
all the accessories for horses are to be found. The hardware stores 
also have a fair assortment of the same articles. Mcst of the 
harness is made in the United States, while saddlery comes from 
Germany and Austria —(Foreign Office Miscellaneous Series, 517.) 
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XIiIIL—HINTS TO EXPORTERS TO MEXICO AND SOUTH 
AMERICAN MARKETS. 


The “ Canadian Manufacturer” publishes the following sugges- 
tions regarding the shipment of goods to the Mexican and South 
American markets which indicate that what some shippers may 
consider as small matters are nevertheless very important and . 
worth remembering. 

Many of the positive requirements in the shipping of goods to 
the Spanish-American countries are not known to manufacturers, 
and the suggestions a3 to mark:, invoices, &c., to facilitate the 
despatch of goods, are unheeded. 

A gentleman who had shipped goods to Vera Cruz, had a bill of 
fines to pay and asked an explanation. This has served as a 
suggestion that it might be of interest to manufacturers to know 
what these requirements are. ‘There is still room for improvement 
in the Custom House administration of Mexico. The omission of 
certain formulz incurs fines, and these fines are divided between 
the Government and the employé who discovers and reports the 
omission. This has made the system so painfully exact that the 
principal business of the custom house agent is to rewrite the 
necessary documents and put them in the required form, and thus 
avoid fines for his principal. 

In packing goods for Mexico, boxes and lots of goods of the 
same kind should be numbered, and the goods in No. 1 box, 
for instance, mentioned in the invoice as No. 1, &. This is 
not a positive requirement, but facilitates the despatch of the 
goods, putting the Custom House employés in good humour and 
not in an exacting mood, anxiously looking for occasion to impose 
a fine. Boxes should be marked on the end or side, and not on 
the top or cover, ‘This is also not a positive requirement, but 
in taking off the top of a box which is marked the mark is dis- 
arranged. If marked on the side or end the man who attends to 
this work can set the box with the mark out, plain and undisturbed, 
and the clerk has no difficulty in identifying the invoice with the 
box, and if numbered, of identifying the individual box with the 
entry on the invoice. It can readily be seen that in a large 
consignment, in unnumbered boxes, with the contents of each box 
not identified by some letter or number on the invoice, much 
confusion and delay, if not mistakes, are liable to occur. 

These rules hold equally good in all Spanish-American countries. 
It is undesirable to pack goods of different classes in the same box. 

In Chile, boxes of assozted merchandise, if not marked with the 
Spanish word “ Surtido,” are liable to a fine. 

It is preferable, when possible, fo mark all weights in kilograms, 
net and gross. 

In Peru it is one of the requirements that the invoices must 
give weights and measures in the metric system and numbers by 
the dozen and gross. 
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. Invoices of goods for Mexico must be made out in quadruplicate. 
A rotary’s certificate of the correctness of the amount of the 
invoice must be appended to one copy. This can be sworn to by 
the shipping clerk or other employés known to the notary. At the 
port of departure, these copies are presented to the Mexican consul. 
He examines the certified copy and sees that the four copies are in 
agreement, affixing his seal to the three uncertified copies as a 
certificate that they are in accordance with the certified copy. 
The certified copy is retained by the Consul asa record. These three 
copies are distributed as follows :— 

One is mailed to the Department of Hacienda, and is used in 
the statistical department to check the reports from the Custom 
Houses; one copy is mailed to the collector of the port to which 
the goods are consigned, and one copy goes with the goods. 

* Invoices and documents made out in good Sparish save the 
expense of translation, &c., on arrival of the goods, and smooth 
matters for the customs officials. 

In San Domingo the translation and presentation of the docu- 
ments in Spanish are required under fine. 

In all Spanish America it is advisable to make out the 
invoices at least in triplicate, and append a notary’s certificate to 
oné copy. In Peru the requirement is quadruplicate. The certi- 
fied copy makes the consular formula, in case of consular invoices, 
much easier. 

~{n Chile marks on boxes must be stencilled and not marked by 
hand. In fact, the stencil mark is preferable and much more 
legible as a rule.

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XIV.—TRADE IN ANGOLA IN 1897 AND 1898. 


The province of Angola, comprising an area of 1,200,000 square 
kiloms. and a population put by official estimate at 19,400,000, 
which is probably more than double the actual number of its 
inhabitants, stretches with only a brief intermission, where the 
Congo Independent State claims 20 miles of seashore, for over 700 
miles along the South-west African coast. ze 


The small portion of this large territory north of the Congo, 
where are the ports of Cabinda and Landana, and the region 
south of that great river as far as the Loge, in nearly 8° south 
latitude, are included in the conventional basin of the Congo as 
defined by the Berlin Act of 1885, and are governed by special 
fiscal laws which do not apply to the rest, and larger part of 
Angola. 


A recent report received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Consul at Loanda deals chiefly with this latter division of the 
province, which may be termed Angola proper, and wherein the 
studied protection of Portuguese trade and shipping renders com- 
petition by foreigners more difficult, and the results obtained by 
them of greater value in estimating the qualities of endurance 
which must more and more in future, as trade restrictions and 
differential treatment expand, determine ultimate success in 
markets so guarded to their owners. 


How great is the differential treatment of foreign goods in 
Angola may be gathered from the following official figures 
published in the ‘‘ Annuario Estatistico” of the province for the 
year 1897. : 

Dutiable imports of Portuguese produce for that year were 
valued at 2,308,668,071 reis (365,580l.), which, by the favourable 
treatment accorded national industries, produced a Customs revenue 
of only 102,877,755 reis (16,212/.). During the same _ period 
similar German imports were valued at 377,278,532 reis (59,7431.), 
and British at 1,029,372,532 reis (163,004/.), which sums yielded 
a Customs revenue of 133,863,288 reis (21,198/.) and 396,769,837 
reis (62,8291.) respectively. 

Thus, while Germany sent less than one-sixth of the value of 
Portuguese imports to Angola, she contributed on that smaller 
amount one-third more of the revenue; and the United Kingdom 
with less than half the volume of Portuguese trade to her credit, 
swelled the local revenue by nearly four times as much as Portugal. 
If the exchange be taken at 38d. to the Portuguese milreis, it is 
seen that during 1897 the dutiable imports into the entire province 
of Angola (exclusive of the Congo districts) were 3,969,993,000 
reis, equal to 628,661/. The exports for the same year amounted 
to 5,628,289,000 reis (891,257/.), giving a total trade valued at 
1,519,918/. The Customs duty levied thereon amounted to 
150,2271., viz., on imports, 110,4511.; on exports, 39,7761. 
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For 1895 and 1896 the figures respectively were as follows :—

The value of trade, however, can be regarded as only 
approximately correct ; not only on account of the fluctuations of 
the exchange, but also because in those cases where duty is charge- 
able on quantity and not on value, the latter return is made out 
without exactitude, and the actual values probably exceed those 
declared. 


Classifying them under the heads of the four principal ports of 
entry, we find that for 1897 and 1898 the total value of the over- 
sea imports of the province (exclusive of free-list goods, as also of 
imports to that part of Angola (t.e., Ambriz) lying within the Con- 
ventional basin of the Congo) was as under :—

The 1898 returns an oe an increase of 475,659/. over the 
previous year's trade, viz., of imports, 231,3671.; and of exports, 
244,292, 

So far as can be seen from the Customs epitomes already pub- 
lished for 1899, the present year should see these figures well 
exceeded. Already for the first six months of the year the total 
trade, under all heads, at the four Custom Houses shows at 
8,629,134,000 reis (1,366,450/.), almost equally divided between 
imports and exports. 

That the trade of Angola is advancing it is only necessary to 
recall the figures for 1890, which is generally held locally to have 
been a “good year.” For that year the total trade amounted to 
8,203,874,000 reis. It is true that in 1890 the exchange was at 
par, so that this sum represented, at 4,500 reis to the 1/. a sum of 
1,823,083. 

"The increase is no doubt chiefly due to indiarubber, and is 
probably more felt at Benguela than in Loanda. 

The city of Loanda is only 1,600 miles from Cape Town; yet 
in point of time and distance to be travelled the journey is almost 
twice as long as from Loanda to Lisbon. 

There is no connection (save by occasional British men-of-wary 
between this largest and most Kuropean of West African towns 
and the large white population of Cape Colony. If one of the 
6,000 whites of Angola, or 1,700 Europeans in the Congo 
Independent State, who so frequently need change of climate, 
wished to spend a week or two in the pleasant surroundings of 
Cape Town, which should lie by even slow steamer only six days 
from the:r doors, they would first have to travel 3,000 miles from, 
Loanda to Madeira, catch there a Cape steamer, and journey for 
another fortnight the 4,800 miles to Cape Town. It thus needs 
fully a month’s continyous travelling and 7,000 miles of it to reach 
a point only 1,600 miles from the starting point. 

As a matter of fact a letter from: Cape Town to Loanda usually 
takes just two months. Direct communication between Cape 
Colony and Loanda by small steamers connecting the West African 
mail routes with the South African, would not only be a boon to 
the European communities of South-west Africa up to and north 
of the Congo, but in the end would develop into a paying passenger, 
and probably goods traffic. 

Certain products of Angola might hope in time to find a market 
in the South African colonies: coffee and Indian corn or mealies 
should certainly there find an outlet.—(Foreiqn Office Annual 
Series, 2363).

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XVL—THE CORAL INDUSTRY OF BRITISH INDIA. 


According to a recent report of Her Majesty’s Consul at 
Leghorn, a considerable decline has occurred in the coral industry 
there. A number of boat-owners have abandoned their former 
occupation of collecting the material and turned to the sponge 
fishing instead. Owing to this fact and the growing scarcity of 
coral at Sciacca, rates of the raw material have risen, while manu- 
facturers have not been able to secure proportionately higher 
prices. The condition of the Indian market, it was stated in the 
report, remained unvaried, and exporters could not obtain even a 
legitimate advance. ‘The demand amongst the Nepaulese on the 
Calcutta market was referred to as having been brisk, and sales 
considerable, but at prices unremunerative to the producers. The 
foregoing position claims some attention, not only because the 
coral trade in India is a valuable one, but also for the reason that 
there are possibilities that India might become a producing 
country on a far larger scale than at present. 

According to “ Capital,” a Calcutta journal, there are two classes 
of coral known to commerce: one being the reef-forming variety 
which fringes the coast or forms reef-encircled isles, such as the 
Maldives, Laccadives and Nicobars. On the mainland also there 
exist extensive beds of ancient coral reefs, like those along the 
Malabar Coast, Tinnevelly, &c.,; while fossil coral of still more 
ancient formation is found in Sind. These ancient beds are valued 
as a source of building stone or as affording lime. Masses of 
weathered-out coral lie scattered about on the surface of the rock 
ground in some parts of Kathiawar, and the whole of the seaboard 
facing the Gulf of Cutch, Nawanagar westward, including the 
islands of the coast, is edged with dead coral reefs, the surfaces of 
which are much exposed at low spring tides. This coral is said to 
be very fine and of uniform texture, and has been worked as a 
substitute for stone for building, although not with very satisfac- 
tory results owing to salt impregnation. It has been suggested 
more than once within the past thirty years or so that the coral 
reefs of the Andaman Islands might afford a cheap lime for 
Calcutta. In 1852 some experiments were made at Barrackpore by 
the Public Works Department with lime made from coral brought 
up as ballast from this convict settlement. The cost, when burnt, 
exclusive of freight and collection, was from Rs. 35 to Rs. 45 per 
100 maunds, as against the market price of Sylhet lime, ‘.e. from 
Rs. 85 to Rs. 90 per 100 mds, Opinions differed as to the relative 
merits of the two limes, but on the whole the coral lime was 
pronounced equal to the other. For the same purpose supplies 
could be procured from the upraised reefs on the coast of the 
Nicobars and the “atolls” surrounding the Maldives and 
Laccadives. This might be worthy of further investigation, but 
all these corals of the reef-forming kind (fossil, ancient or modern) 
referred to, are probably of very small significance commercially 
compared with the other class, viz., the ornamental corals. The 
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zone of the former class is confined to some 1,800 miles on either 
side of the Equator, because the reef-forming polypes require 
warmth, and so do not frequent any great depths even under the 
Equator. Outside this area, the ornamental corals which luxuriate 
under lower temperatures are found in tropical seas, especially in 
the Persian Gulf and the Red Sea, at much greater depths than the 
reef-forming, and are te some extent distributed thence into the 
congenial seas of temperate regions far beyond. 

In dealers’ shops in Europe, corals of diversified form, colour, 
and shape, such as the white coral, “ brainstone,” “organ pipe,” 
“‘sea-pens,” ‘ sea-shrubs,” black coral, and last—but by far the 
most valuable—the red coral. Most of these genera are temperate, 
but the “‘ sea-shrubs”’ attain their greatest development in tropical 
seas. In India, briefly, little is known of the ornamental corals 
contained in its waters. There are no coral fisheries, and no one 
can say with certainty whether or not this is due to the absence of 
corals of commercial value. Nor is anything known apparently 
as to the likelihood of valuable corals succeeding if transplanted 
into Indian seas. No effort, it seems, has been made as yet to 
propagate species or improve those now existent. So much is 
known—it has been stated that in certain bazaars along the coasts 
of Amherst and Mergui, specimens of various kinds are to be met 
with. “Tree corals” are plentiful on the Tavoy Coast, some speci- 
mens of which are described as remarkably beautiful, presenting 
superb seagroves of variegated hues and forms. A handsome coral 
resembling a tuft of long moss also occurs; ard black coral of 
which beads are made is brought from the Mergui Archipelago. 
A “tree coral,” two feet long, of a deep red, has been seen on the 
coast of Tenasserim, which the residents often call “red coral” ; 
but it is not the red coral of commerce ; it does not grow like 
the latter, and its redness is confined to the epidermis, the 
substance within being grey. Some conception of the magnitude 
of the trade in coral in India may be formed from the mere 
consideration of how many races of people regularly wear necklaces 
of the article. Unfortunately, it is impossible to tell to what 
extent these and other ornaments are composed of material 
derived from this country, but even practically unexploited as the 
indigenous sources are, they :aust, it would appear, be considerable, 
as the imports, though representing a good round sum, seem 
searcely proportionate to an expensive article that is used so 
widely. The values of imports of real coral during the last three

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The finest red coral is obtained from the Mediterranean ; the 
large pieces of a pale colour are said to be often worth 20 times their 
weight in gold. It is the rejected pieces and inferior qualities that 
are exported to Asiatic countries, and India receives a very large 
share of this—the inferior red coral. Mr. J. E. O’Conor, in one of 
his reviews ‘‘ of the Trade of India,” observed that the condition of 
the trade in coral constitutes a very accurate gauge of the condition 
of the agricultural classes in the North-Western Provinces, 
Rajputana, and the sub-Himalayan tracts. The bulk of the 
imports, it was stated, is bought by these classes to be worn as 
necklaces, the coral beads—when a man is wealthy—alternating 
with beads of gold. The local trade is mostly carried on at large 
fairs, and there is a considerable trans-frontier trade extending 
even to far Thibet. There is also (this seems quite self evident) a 
business in imitation corals, which must be on a large scale since 
only an inconsiderable portion of these offered at fairs are real. 

“Capital” adds, that whether the chances of India possessing 
corals of value in quantity materially greater than is known at 
present would be worth a thorough and properly conducted inves- 
tigation, is a question which may be left to those who would be 
disposed to risk it, and to those who have some special knowledge 
capable of being brought to bear usefully on it, Perhaps in this 
connection there is something in the rumour that coral is coming 
into fashion again in Europe for personal ornaments, after having 
been in a great measure disregarded for some generations,

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XVIIL.—CUSTOMS TARIFF AND BONDING REGULA- 


TIONS AT ZANZIBAR. 


With reference to the notice which appeared in the “ Board of 
Trade Journal” for October last, respecting the re-imposition of 
import duties in the port of Zanzibar, the Board of Trade have 
now received, through the Foreign Office, a copy of a notification 
issued by the Government of His Highness the Sultan, to the 
effect that on and after the 15th September last a five per cent. 
ad valorem duty was to be levied on all imports from foreign 
countries, Coins, coals, hippopotamus teeth, ivory, rhinoceros 
horns and hide, rubber and _ tortoise-shell were alone to be 
exempted from this duty. A further exemption, however, was 
granted for goods on which duty was not previously charged, if 
they were bond fide at sea on or before the 14th September. 


The following additional regulations have been framed to 


- facilitate the work in the Custom-house in connection with the 


abolition of the free port :— 

* Goods will be taken charge of by the Customs authorities, on 
due application being made on a proper printed form supplied for 
the purpose, and stored in the warehouses set apart for such goods. 
These warehouses will not necessarily form part of the Customs 
premises, and the Collector of Customs shall have full power to 
alter their site from time to time as necessity may arise. 

“The importer of goods intended for transhipment, or his agent, 
shall declare them as such within forty-eight hours after the arrival 
of the vessel in the same manner and form, and containing the same 
particulars, as are required for the entry of goods to be delivered 
for local consumption. Such goods shall be liable to a warehouse 
rent, as per tariff, during all the time they are thus kept in ware- 
house. 

‘* All reasonable facilities will be given to merchants for handling 
or shipping goods lying in warehouse, rent to accrue thereon 
according to the balance of goods left in hand after each fractional 
delivery. Goods thus declared for transhipment can be removed 
into the town for local consumption on payment of the full ware- 
house rent due, plus 5 per cent. duty. 

‘Goods in warehouses shall be under the absolute control of 
the Customs authorities, and the Collector of Customs shall have 
the right to detain the goods of any person or firm who shall omit 
or refuse to pay any money due for rent or any other charges due 
on goods stored in any of the said warehouses. 

“ Rent for all goods placed in a warehouse will be charged per 
week, and part of a week will be charged as a whole week; the 
rent will commence from the date of warehousing. 

“The Customs authorities will not hold themselves responsible 
for any loss or damage suffered by goods while in warehouse, 
except in case of culpable negligence on the part of their employés ; 


a 
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nor will they be held responsible for the contents of packages when 
the outward condition on delivery is the same as when the packages 
were first received in warehouse. 

“Permission will be given for the opening of packages for 
appraisement, extracting of samples, &c; but all packages so 
opened without their condition having been questioned, will be 
considered as taken delivery of, and no claim for damages sub- 
sequently discovered will be allowed. Packages that have once 
been opened will lie in the warehouse at the risk of the owner.” 


A despatch has also been received at the Foreign Office from 
Mr. Cave, H.M. Consul-General at Zanzibar, enclosing a copy of 
an Order, issued by him on the 29th September last, which 
empowers importers to add to the prices of goods in the case of 
contracts already concluded but not yet executed at that date, 
the amount of the recently re-imposed import duty. The Order is 
as follows :— 

“In the event of any import duty being imposed on any article 
after the making of any contract for the sale of such article 
without stipulation as to the payment of duty where duty was not 
chargeable at the time of the making of the contract, the seller 
may, if such duty is paid by him, add so much to the contract 
price as will be equivalent to such duty, and he shal! be entitled to 
be paid, and to sue for and recover such addition.”

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XIX.—TARIFF CHANGES AND CUSTOMS 
REGULATIONS. 
Unsirep KingpoM—FRAnce. 
Waiver of Consular Fees. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office, 
copies of Notes which have been exchanged between Her Majesty’s 
Ambassador at Paris and the French Minister for Fereign Affairs, 
recording an arrangement recently arrived at between the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and France, for the waiver of 
consular fecs for attesting certificates of origin. British Consuls 
resident in France, and French Consuls resident in the United 
Kingdom, have been instructed by their respective Governments— 

(1) To deliver gratuitously the certificates of origin which may 
be demanded of them. 

(2) To legalise (‘‘viser”) without charge certificates of origin 
issued by local authorities such as Mayors, Magistrates, Chambers 
of Commerce, &c. 

The Customs authorities of either country have also been in- 
structed to accept, without consular legalislation or “ visa” certifi- 
cates of origin issued by the Customs authorities of the other 
country, and bearing their seal. 

Either Government is at liberty to terminate at any moment the 
agreement now arrived at between them. 


The arrangement will come into force in both countries on Ist 
January, 1900.

Tariff Modifications. 


According to a notice received at the Foreign Office through 
H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg, the rate of duty on pendulums, 
dial plates and hands, for dining room and wall clocks, erroneously 
given in the circular of the 27th September last, will be 1°50 
copecks per piece, and in addition to this 75 copecks per poud. 

Tariff Decisions. 

According to a report received through the Foreign Office from 
H.M. Embassy at St. Petersburg, the Russian Customs Depart- 
ment has issued a supplement to the Circular, No. 11,664 of the 
14/26 June, noted in the “ Board of Trade Journal” for August 
last, to the effect that two-wheeled vehicles, used either as bicycles 
or motors, are to be cleared under point 3 of section 173 of the 
Customs Tariff, duty Rs. 18 each. If the vehicles are com- 
pleted with finished upholster work, an additional 20 per cent. will 
be charged in accordance with the observation to section 173. 

The same Department also notifies that sheepskin coats, not 
covered with tissue, although they may be plainly embroidered, 
are to be cleared under point 1 of section 54, duty 75 copecks per 
poud. An additional 50 per cent. is to be charged on the duty in 
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accordance with observation 1 to section 209 of the tariff, which 
provides that furs, clothing, and wearing apparel of fur, sewn but 
not covered with any kind of stuff, are dutiable as the fur of which, 
made, with a surtax of 50 per cent. 

A further notification has been issued to the effect that tar 
oil is for the future to be dutiable under section 86 of the Customs 
Tariff, duty 90 copecks per poud. 


SWEDEN. 
Proposed alterations for Goods from Bonded Warehouses. 


The following information with regard to proposed alterations 
in the Swedish tariff has been received at the Board of Trade 
through the Foreign Office :— 

In accordance with a proposal made jointly by the Swedish 
Board of Customs and the Swedish Board of Trade, it is proposed 
that certain duties, as specified below, should be levied on the 
undermentioned classes of goods, when obtained from a~bonded* 
store in Sweden.

Russta—-FINLAND. 
Free Importation of Maize. 


According to the “ Reichsanzeiger,” the Imperial Senate for 
Finland has decreed that no Customs duty nor shipping tax is 
to be levied on unground maize imported into Finland up to Ist 
June, 1900. 


Principal Tariff Modifications of 1898. 


During the year 1898 several important measures were passed 
into law bearing largely upon the fiscal condition of Russia, and 
all. more or less worthy of the attention of British manufacturers 
and exporters. ‘The most important of these were :-— 

(1) The remission of the import duty upon foreign-built iron 
vessels destined for foreign sea trade, and parts thereof, which 
came into operation on 13th July last and remain in force for 10 
years from that date. 

(2) The remission of import duty upon self-binders; self 


delivery reapers; horse rakes; steam ploughs ; combined clover 


threshers with two drums; steam threshers with drums not less 
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than 54 inches wide, or with peg drums not less than 40 inches 
wide, &. Specified duplicate parts, mostly required for repairs of 
the above machines, are also admitted free when accompanying the 
respective machines. Portable engines accompanying steam 
ploughs or steam tlireshers now pay 75 c. per poud (4s. 8d. per 
ewt.), as against 2 r. 10 c. per poud (13s. per cwt.) levied formerly, 
which ‘is still payable when the engines are imported without 
steam threshers or ploughs. 

The duty upon duplicate parts for reaping machinery, ploughs, 
&c., accompanying the machines to which they belong has been 
reduced from 2 r. 10 c. per poud (13s. per cwt.) to 75 c. per pood 
(4s. 8d. per cwt.). 

Artificial manures, &c., will now be admitted free of duty. This 
law came into operation on 13th September last year, and is to 
remain in force until December, 1903. 

(3) The admission, duty free, of all foreign-made machinery for 
the gold mining industries of Siberia and the Urals. 

(4) The admission, duty free, of most articles imported through 
the northern rivers, the Obi and Yenisei.—( Foreign Office Annuul 
Series 2366.) 


GERMANY. 
Tariff Decisions. 

The following tariff decisions of the Bundesrath have been 
communicated to the Board of Trade by the Foreign Office :— 

Rough Straw Bands.—Rough straw bands will be admitted to 
the “ Improvement Trade” for the purpose of washing, bleaching, 
or dyeing, on the condition that to such goods, if they remain in the 
country, the ‘“‘ Treaty ” Tariff rate No. 35) (10 marks per 100 kilos. 
or 5s. 1d. per ewt.) will be applied, and that they will, in their 
improved condition, be treated according to their weight and 
without regard as to whether they come from a country not 
enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment. 

Broken or used Metal Articles—-The Custom House officials are 
empowered in the case of broken or used objects which are brought 
into the country for repairs and specially handled, and which prove 
to be unrepairable, to grant their being treated in the Customs as 
broken metal if they are destroyed under official supervision, if 
their identity is shown, and if there is no reason to suspect that 
they have been rendered unfit for repair subsequent to their entry 
into the country. 

Tariff Classifications. 

The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, 
copy of a recent Decree of the German Bundesrath, in virtue of 
which certain alterations in the classification of goods for tariff 
purposes, &c., will be made from the Ist January next. From a 
translation of the Decree furnished by the Commercial Attaché 
to H.M. Embassy at Berlin it appears that the principal of these 
alterations are the following :— 

Japan and Spain are now to appear in the list of countries 
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entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in Germany. On the 
other hand Canada is excluded from the Colonies and possessions 
of the United Kingdom entitled to most-favoured-nation treat- 
meat. Madagascar is also erased from the list of treaty countries, 

Aluminium, cast in sheets, is to be classed with raw aluminium 
in blocks and bars, and admitted free of duty under Sect. 19 (a) of 
the tariff. 

Cotton, linen and woolien yarns. —When cotton, linen, or woollen 
yarns are presented for clearance which have two or more threads 
lightly twisted but only so that the number of twists does not exceed 
20 per metre, this twisting is not to be considered as thread-twisting, 
and consequently not to be taken into account in assessing the 
duty. 

Undyed cotton yarns which have received a gloss resembling silk 
through the use of chemical materials are to be treated for tariff 
purposes as bleached yarns. 

Japanese fans (so-called), as well as folding and non-folding 
fans, consisting of a bamboo frame covered with coloured paper, 
are, when under 15 or over 45 centimetres long, to be charged 
according to the materials of which they are made, and not as fans. 

East Indian goat and sheep skins.—The tariff heading for “ sheep 
and goat skins, half dressed or dressed, neither dyed nor otherwise 
prepared,” is to include East Indian goat and sheep skins which 
havé had ‘oil of tale rubbed into their upper surface in order to 
hide the defects in the grain, which process sometimes gives the 
skins a more than ordinary smoothness. It appears to have been 
doubtful hitherto whether ‘these "goods ought to be charged 
under the heading quoted (conventional duty one’ mark per 100 
kilogrammes), or under that of “ Leather of all kinds not separately 
mentioned ” (duty 18 marks per 100 kilogrammes). 

Powdered gluten.—This product when mixed with husks or bran 
of maize may be admitted duty free if on its being cleared through 
the Customs 2 kilogrammes of coal dust are added to every 100 
kilogrammes gross. 

Bicycle Chains, of steel, when only ground, browned, or blued, 
and not polished, lacquered, varnished nor nickeled, are to be classed 
for duty as fine wares of wrought iron, duty 24 marks per 100 
kilogrammes. 

Globes and chimneys for lamps or chandeliers, when packed in 
the same cases as the lamps or chandeliers themselves, are to be 
charged with duty separately, according to the material of which 
they are made. 

Brass foil is to be treated as copper foil, and subject to duty at 
the rate of 30 marks per 100 kilogrammes. , 

Tissues waterproofed with other materials than india rubber or gutta 
percha are to be classed with bookbinders’ cloth and leather cloth— 
duty 30 marks per 100 kilogrammes. 

Cotton spinning and weaving machines of wrought or cast iron, 
imported in detached parts from treaty countries, are, if all the 
detached parts are cleared at the same time, allowed to be imported 
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at the rate of duty applicable to the preponderating material of 
each machine. Cotton twisting machines are, however, excluded from 
the benefit of this favourable treatment, as are also machines used 
in weaving which also serve for other branches of the further manu- 
facture of yarns. 

Mosaic stones which have smooth, cut surfaces on more than two 
opposite sides, or which are ground or polished on one or more 
sides, are to be treated as stone wares. Mosaic stones which have 
no smooth nor cut surface are to be admitted free of duty as rough 
or hewn stones. 

Pegamoid and wares thereof are to be treated for tariff purposes 
as celluloid and celluloid wares, according to class. 

All white purified soda is for tariff purposes to be treated as 
“ calcined soda” and subject to duty at the rate of 2 marks 50 pf. 
per 100 kilogrammes gross. 

Handkerchiefs made of mixed linen and colton threads.—The 
cotton threads are not to be taken into account in assessing these 
for duty, when they occur only in the selvages or borders and are 
of only minor importance. On the other hand, the tariff treatment 
for cotton goods is to be applied if the cotton threads in the selvages 
or borders are interwoven in single or broken stripes and are so 
numerous that they form a distinct ornamentation. 

Vaseline oil, parfumed, is to be classed as perfumery not specially 
mentioned in the tariff—duty, 100 marks per 100 kilogrammes. 

The Board of Trade have also received, through the Foreign Offices 
translations of two Orders issued by the Hamburg Customs 
Authorities, regulating the classification of the undermentioned 
goods imported into the German Customs Union. 

Paper wrappings for cloth goods.—-Paper wrappers, so-called 
“chemises,” having the same breadth as the material they enclose 


_ and leaving the ends of the cloth visible, were formerly used almost 


invariably for the direct wrappers of cotton and woollen cloth. 
Since the introduction of cloth of double width, of which. the 
exposed portions at. the ends have to be protected against contact 
with hard objects and against the effects of sunlight and dust, 
these goods are frequently packed in paper wrappers, entirely 
covering the stuff, but provided with a flap which can be withdrawn, 
so as to allow of the goods being examined without unpacking. 
Like the ‘“chemises,” theze wrappers serve not only for the 
protection of the goods during their transport, but also for their 
preservation in warehouse, and they pass with the goods, at all 
events in the wholesale trade, into the hands of the buyer. They 
are, therefore, as regards Customs treatment, to be placed upon the 
same footing as the so-called “chemises,” and their weight, as in 
the case of these latter, is to be added to the net weight of the 
goods. 

Stove blacking imported from the United States (and known as 
““enameline,” “Yankee,” and “water blacking”), composed of 
black lead, soot, water, and from 6 to 8 per cent. of soap, is, 
without regard -to the trifling quantity of soap contained therein, 

€ 
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to pay duty at the rate chargeable on the highest taxed constituent: 
of the same, namely, soot, under Tariff No. 5n—duty 3 marks per 
100 kilogs. 

[ron shoenails, tarnished blue, when still possessing the press- 
beards or seams, are to pay duty under Tariff No 6e 2b—duty 10 
marks per 100 kilogs. 

Tube connecting pieces, of malleable cast-iron, furnished with an 
interior screw thread, scoured by means of rollers in cylinders, and 
smoothed, are to pay duty under Tariff No. 6e 2b as ground iron 
goods—duty 10 marks per 190 kilogs. . 

Drying felts, for use in factories of vegetable pulp or “ cellulose,” - 
consisting of coarse, dense, cotton tissues, resembling sailcloth, 
with hard granular surfaces, the ends of which are intended to be 
sewn together; also the felt-like tissues of endless weft, roughened, 
are to pay duty under Tariff No. 2,d 1—duty 65 marks per 
100 kilogs. 


Metrical Measurement of Yarus. 


The following memorandum has ‘been .received at the Foreign 
Office through H.M. Embassy at Berlin :— 

With regard to the result of the enquiry in Germany into the 
question of the “ Metrical Measurement of Yarns,” it has 
ascertained at the German Foreign Office that the investigations 
undertaken by the Ministry of the Interior early this year are still 
being carried on. It has lately been thought advisable to cause 
further information on the subject of the metrical numeration of 
yarns in foreign countries to be obtained. With this object the 
German Government are now procuring special data from France 
and Belgium, which they will study and take into consideration 
before they come to any decision in this matter. There seems also 
to be an idea that there may be held at Paris, in connection with 
the Exhibition of 1900, a Conference to discuss the whole question 
anew. The German Government are now enquiring of the French 
Government as to the probabilities of such a Conference being 
held next year. 

' It is therefore not likely that any decision will be arrived at for 
some time to come. There seems to be a conviction, however, 
that without the participation of Great Britain in the matter of 
metrical measurement of yarns, it will be very difficult to bring 
about the desired change. 


FRANCE. 
Italian Silk Goods imported via Great Britain. 

According to a despatch dated 14th November last, received at 
the Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador in Paris, Italian silk 
goods imported into France from the United Kingdom will, 
unless accompanied by a certificate of origin, have to pay a 
duty of 1,500 francs per 100 kilos. instead of 600 francs, which 
would be the duty on the direct Italian importation. 
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Wooden Bobbins for machines used in the manufacture of 
Guipwre Lace. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Ofice, 
copy of a French Customs circular, stating that wooden bobbins 
for the machines referred to above, if imported at the same time 
as the machines themselves, shall pay duty under No. 519, bis., of 
the Tariff (5 frs. per 100 kilogs, net), instead of, as heretofore, 
under No. 602 (30 frs. per 100 kilogs. net if not exceeding 10 centi- 
metres in length, and 10 frs. per 100 kilogs. gross if exceeding 
that length. 

The following conditions must, however, be complied with :— 

1. The number of bobbins must not exceed that of the spindles 
fixed on the racks of each machine, and any imported in excess of 
this number will be subjected to the higher rate of duty under 
No. 602 of the Tariff. 

2. The calibre of the bobbins must correspond with that of ‘the 
spindles, and in no case will bobbins of 10 centimetres in length 
or less be admitted at a lower rate of duty than 30 frs. per 100 
kilogs. 


FrancE—Corsica. 
Additional port of entry for Cattle. 

According to the 'rench Customs circular, No. 3,060, the Customs 
House of Ajaccio (Corsica) is open for the importation of cattle, 
not for slaughter, which have to pass an inspection for tuber- 
culosis on their entry into French ports. 


FRANCE—SENEGAL. 
Duty on Kola Nuts. 

A despatch, dated 9th November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Ambassador in Paris, forwarding copy 
of a note from Monsieur Binger, the Director of African Affairs at 
the French Colonial Office, in which he states that, on and after 
the lst January next, the octroi duties on kola nuts at Dakar and 
Gorée will be the same as at St. Louis, viz., 160 francs per 100 kilos. 


Customs Fines. 

‘The following decree has been signed by the President of the 
¥rench Republic relative to the imposition of Customs fines 
in Senegal :— 

Art. 1. In the Colony of Senegal and its dependencies, when 
goods presented for clearance at the Custom Houses exceed the 
weight, number or measure as declared by more than 5 per cent., 
the excess shall be subject to payment of four times the duty 
leviable. 

Art, 2. If a Customs declaration is found to be false as regards 
value, and if the duty of which the Customs would be defrauded 
by this false declaration amounts to 12 francs or more, the goods 
falsely declared shall be confiscated, and the person making the 
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false declaration shall be liable to a fine of 100 francs. If the 
duty is less than 12 francs the goods will not be confiscated but 
only the fine will be leviable, and the goods detained as surety for 


its payment. 


FrancE—FrENcH GUINEA—FRENCH OCEANIA. 
Customs Regulations. 


A Decree of the French Government issued on the 23rd October 
last, fixes as follows the quantities of coffee and bananas, the 
produce of French Guinea, and of vanilla, the produce of the French 
establishments in Oceanis (Tahiti and its dependencies) which are 
to be admitted into France under special conditions during the 
season 1899—1900: 

French Guinea— 

Coffee—25,000 kilogrammes: to be admitted at a reduction 
of 50 per cent. of the duty otherwise leviable under the 
French tariff. 

Bananas—250,000 kilogrammes: to be admitted free of duty, 

Tahiti and dependencies— 

Vanilla—10,000 kilogrammes: to be admitted at a reduction 
of 50 per cent. of the duty otherwise leviable under the 
French tariff. 


SPAIN. 
Tariff Decisions. 

The following decisions of the Director-General of Customs at 
Madrid, have been notified to the Board of Trade through the 
Foreign Office :— 

Maize seed is to be assessed for duty under No. 334 of the actual 
customs tariff duty. (Duty 28 pesetas per 100 kilogs.). Empty 
packing cases from abroad for exporting Spanish merchandise are 
admitted free of customs duties even if imported in separate pieces. 


TuRKISH EMPIRE. 
Prohibition of Export of Cereals from Erzeroum. 
According to a notice published in the “Deutscher Reichs- 
anzeiger,” the Ottoman Government have decided to prohibit the 
exportation of cereals from the vilayet of Erzeroum until next 
harvest. An exception is to be made in favour of cereals exported 
under contracts which have already been made. 


Unitep States. 
Merchandise in transit to British Possessions. 
The Foreign Office have received copy of a Treasury Circular of 
the United States Government, relating to the entry and trans- 
portation of merchandise arriving in the United States in transit 


| 
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to places in British possessions otherwise than under treaties, as 
follows :— 

Section 3,005 of the revised statutes provides that merchandise 
arriving at ports which may be specially designated by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and destined for places in the adjacent 
British provinces, may be entered at the Custom House and con- 
veyed in transit through the territory of the United States, without 
the payment of duties, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
the Treasury may prescribe. Such merchandise should be entered 
for immediate transportation and exportation, in bond, without 
appraisement, and consular certificates will not be required. 

Merchandise exported to any place in the British possessions 
under the above referred-to form of entry, if voluntarily landed or 
brought into the United States, is liable to forfeiture, and every 
person concerned in such proceeding shall be liable to a penalty 
of 400 dols. 

On arrival at Newport News, Va., Swanton, Vt., or any other 
port of entry or sub-port of entry which may be hereafter 
designated by the Secretary of the Treasury of merchandise from 
foreign countries, whether dutiable or free, which shall appear by 
the invoices, bills of lading, manifests or other satisfactory evidence 
to have been intended for immediate transportation or exportation 
to places in the British Possessions in North America, the 
consignee or agent may make entry in triplicate, describing the 
route by which the merchandise is to be forwarded. An invoice 
showing the value of the merchandise should be submitted at the 
time the entry is made, but consular certificates will not be 
required. The entry shall be in substantially the form prescribed 
in Article 431 of the Customs Regulations of 1892. Duties will 
be estimated on the foreign market value of the goods, and the 
consiguee or agent shall give bond in a penal sum to double the 
value of the goods with the duties added, such bond being 
conditioned for the exportation of the merchandise within six 
months from the date of entry. 

After entry has been made and bond given, the proceedings 
indicated in Articles 433 to 458, inclusive, cf the Customs 
Regulations of 1892, will be followed. 


United 
Regulations as to Unclaimed and Conjiscutcd Goods. 
The following tariff circular of the United States Government has 
been received at the Board of Trade through the Foreign Office :— 
Any goods, wares or merchandise not duly entered within 
ninety days after importation, shall be sold by aucticn by order 
of the officer in command of the United States forces after five 
days’ public notice, conspicuously posted at the port. Provided 
that the period of ninety days may be extended by said ofticer 
not exceeding a period of six months from the date of importation, 
when good and sufficient reasons therefor are presented to him, 
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if, in his judgment, the interests of the Government will permit 
of such extension. The proceeds of such sale will be kept for 
ten days, subject to the demand of the importer, after deduction 
of the proper duties on the goods and all expenses of storage and 
sale. 


And it is further provided: That the customs authorities may 
destroy any unclaimed leaf tobacco at the expiration of the period 
allowed for entry, provided that the collector of customs shall be 
satisfied that the duty accruing on said tobacco would not be 
realized by the sale thereof. 

All seized and confiscated merchandise shall be sold in like 
manner, and the proceeds after the deduction of expenses, shall 
be turned over to the collector or other officer of the customs duly 
designated for that purpose. Provided: That the customs author- 
ities may destroy seized and confiscated leaf tobacco so as to 
prevent its sale at less than the duty of 5°00 dols. per pound 


imposed in paragraph 344 c. 


Unitep Stares—Porto Rico. 
Tariff Modifications. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office, 
copies of circulars issued by the United States War Department, 
by which the customs tariff in force in Porto Rico has been 
amended in the undermentioned particulars :—

Certificates for Imported Goods. 

‘ The Board of Trade have received through the Foreiga Oftee;: 
copy of a notice issued by the United States Department of Foreign 
Affairs notifying that importers of goods are required by Section 15: 
of the Consular Regulations, to certify to the invoices of such goods 
before the Hawaiian Consular Officer nearest to the place of ship- 
ment. Consuls have been instructed to refuse to certify to invoiees 
of goods not purchased within their jurisdiction. 


Proportion of Inport Duties payable in Gold. 

The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office a 
telegraphic communication from H.M. Minister in Brazil; to the 
effect that from the Ist January next the proportion ‘of the 
Brazilian import duties which is payable in gold will be raised 
from 10 to 15 per cent. H.M. Minister also reports,with regard 
to: consular certificates, that each bill of lading, as at present 
appended to manifests, must be accompanied by a declaration, 
signed by the shipper, specifying the goods comprised in such bill 
of lading. Shippers and importers must also present at the 
Brazilian Consulate in the port of shipment two invoices for the’ 
signature of the Consul, one of which must accompany the goods 
shipped. -Certain changes have also been made by the revised 
tariff (which is also to come into force on the 1st proximo) in the 
rates of import duty leviable, and the following are reported ax

Goods bearing labels in the Portuguese hun 


It is understood that under the new Brazilian Tariff Law, goods 
bearing labels in the Portuguese language will only be admitted 
into Brazil if they are imported from Portugal. On this point, 
however, a telegram from H.M. Minister at Rio de Janeiro has 
now been received by the Board of Trade, through the Foreign 
Office, to the effect that goods with labels in Portuguese will be 
admitted into Brazil until the 1st March next. 


Removal of Restrictions in Foreign Ships. 


A telegram has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
representative at Rio de Janeiro to the effect that the restrictions 
imposed on foreign ships by the Brazilian Government are so 
far suspended that such ships may now carry goods for consump- 
tion, shipped in Brazilian ports to Santos. 


GUATEMALA. 
Reduction of duties in the first siz months of 1990. 


The Board of ‘Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 

copy of a telegram from H.M. Representative i in Guatemala, to the 
effect that all goods brought into Guatemala between the Ist 
January and the 30th June, 1900, will pay only half the total 
amount now leviable for import duties (including the tariff rates, 
customs surcharges of all kinds, and the proportion of the — 
duties payable in gold).

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VENEZUELA. 
Import Tarif.—Repeal of Additional Duties, 

With reference to the notice which appeared at page 202 of the 
Journal for August last, the Board of Trade have now received, 
through the Foreign Office, copy of a Decree of the Venezuelan 
Government continuing in force the tariff of import duties which 
was operative up to the 31st August, 1899, and abolishing the 
increase of 20 per cent. on those duties, enacted by the last 
Congress, as well as certain other Decrees of the former Adminis- 
tration relating to duties on imports. The following is. a copy of 
the Translation in question :--- 

“ Article I.—From the date of the publication of this Decree in 
the Official Gazette, the Maritime Customs of the Republic will 
continue the collection of the duties on Merchandise introduced 
from foreign parts in accordance with the Tariff that was in force 
up to the 31st of August last. 

“ Article I1—The Executive Power retains the faculty of 
increasing, diminishing, or suppressing the appraisement of this 
Tariff when special circumstances so demand it. 

“ Article 111.—The law on duties of importation issued by the 
last congress of this year, which increases said duties 20 per cent. 
is repealed; also the Executive Decree of the 17th of June last, 
which rectifies the duties on certain articles comprised in said law, 
and determines the date of its execution, and the Executive Decree 
of the 21st of July last on National Imports, as well as all the 
resolutions issued by the Ministry of Finance relative to the same 
subject. 

“ Article IV.—The Minister of Finance and Public Credit is 
charged with the execution of this Decree.” 

“Given at Caracas, &c.” 


In connection with the foregoing, however, the Board of Trade 
have also received a translation of a Regulation issued by the 
Venezuelan Ministry of Finance, dated the 7th Noveiber, 1899, 
in virtue of which the following rates of Customs duty will be 
levied on tobacco, cigarettes, &c., imported into the territories of

Additional Import Duty. 


The Board of Trade have received through the Foreign Office a 
communication from Her Majesty’s representative at Lima, in 
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which it is stated that from the 1st January next additional 
customs duties of 10 per cent. will be imposed on all imports into 
Kcuador. Goods which are at present stored in Ecuadorian 
Custom Houses, or which leave foreign ports before the Ist 
December, are exempted from the operation of this additional duty. 


Regulations affecting Coasting and River Trade. 

The British Vice Consul at Guayaquil reports to the Foreign 
Office that, by the New Custom House law of Ecuador, which 
comes into force on January Ist, 1900, it is enacted that: ‘“ The 
Coasting and River Trade shall be carried on solely by national 
ships, but the Executive may admit foreign vessels to this trade 


. when this is deemed convenient. Before conceding this permission 


the Executive will demand that the tariffs of fares and freights 


- ‘shall be submitted for its approbation, and these cannot be 


altered without its consent.” 
The Coasting and River traffic was previously open to any 
foreign flag. 


JAPAN. 
Procedure of Protest and Appeal under the Customs Law. 


The following translation of the chief points in the Rules of 
Procedure for Protest and Appeal under the Customs Law of Japan, 
has. been published in the “ Japan Weekly Mail.” 

Protest. 

A person dissatisfied with the action of the Director of the 
Customs as regard the imposition of customs duties may enter 
a protest in writing within ten days. 

The protest should properly be written in Japanese, but for 
convenience sake foreign languages will be accepted by the 
customs, if it appears desirable and expedient. The day on which 
notice for payment of duty is issued shall be deemed the day on 
which duty is imposed. 

When duty is paid in cash, as in the case of dutiable articles 
among travellers’ baggage, no notice is issued, and the time when 
payment is made shall be regarded as the time of imposition of 
duties. 

Protest should be made before taking delivery of the goods in 
question ; after delivery no protest will be accepted. . Goods, 
however, may be removed after a protest has been laid. 

The protest shall state the grounds of objection, the claims made, 
and tke amount of the duty protested against, and if there are any 
documents relating to the case they shall be endorsed on the form 
of protest. The date of the imposition of duties must also be 
mentioned. 

The decision of the authorities shall state the name and residence 
of the person making the protest, the grounds of the objection, 
and the principal facts influencing the judgment, and this shall be 


oe 
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delivered by a messenger of the Custom House to the person 
making the protest. This document will be in Japanese, but the 
Customs will, at its discretion, issue an English translation which 
has, however, no legal effect. 

In case of a protest relating to the dutiable value of goods on 
which ad valorem duty has been imposed being considered 
unreasonable, such a document as the above need not be issued 
(Article 63, Customs Law). 

Appeal. 

Any person dissatisfied with the action of the Customs 

authorities may lodge an appeal with the Minister of Finance. 
The procedure is as follows :— 
- The document of appeal must be addressed to the Minister of 
Finance and forwarded through the Director of Customs. If 
forwarded in any other way the appeal will not receive consider- 
ation. 

The document shall state grounds of objection; claims, class, 
profession, domicile, and age of the appellant; and his signature 
shall be appended. Documents relating to the case, including the 
written decision of the Director of Customs on the protest already 
entered, shall be annexed to the document. 

he appeal must be lodged within sixty days from the date of the 
Director’s decision (if there has been a previous protest), or from 
the date of the imposition of duties (if the appeal is. made 
directly). 

The document shall be forwarded to the Minister within ten days 
from its receipt by the Director. 

A written decision on the appeal shall be delivered to the 
appellant through the Director of Customs. 

Importation of Arms and Munitions of War. 

In virtue of a law published in the “ Japanese Official Gazette ” 
of 3rd August, the Japanese Government alone has the right of 
manufacturing and importing arms and ammunition (gunpowder, 
percussion caps, fuses, and other explosives). Official permission 
is necessary in order to manufacture or import arms and 
ammunition. The Minister of Commerce fixes the number of 
manufacturers and traders who may carry on business in arms and 
munitions of war in each district.

Reduced Duties on Sugar from Russia. 

The Board of Trade have received through the India Office copy 
of a Customs circular (No. xvii. of 1899), as follows :— 

In exercise of the power conferred by Sub-section (2) of 
Section 8 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894 (viii. of 1894, as amended 
by Acts iii. of 1896 and xiv. of 1899), and in supersession of the 
rates of additional duty on the kinds of sugar mentioned against. 
Russia in the Notification, dated the 20th March, 1899, the 
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Governor-General in Council is pleased to declare that the rates 
shall be revised as follows, with effect from the date of this

The Act is not to come into force till a 
similar provision has been made to restrain or prohibit the ex- 
portation of Angora Rams or Ewes in Natal and the Province of

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“XX.—EXTRACTS FROM DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR 
REPORTS. 


REPAYMENT TO RussIAN VESSELS OF SUEZ CanaL DuEs. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Embassy at St. Petersburg, reporting that the Official Gazette of 
the 12/24 October, 1899, publishes a decision of the Council of the 
Empire, based on a recommendation of the Minister of Finances, 
and confirmed by the Fmperor on the 2/14 June, 1899, prolonging 
the privilege enjoyed by the owners of Kussian vessels of repay- 
ment by the Government to them of Suez Canal dues. 

The following are the terms of the decision in question :— 

_ 1. The privilege enjoyed by the owners of Russian steamships 
of having refunded to them the Suez Canal dues paid by them in 
respect of their vessels shall be extended to the 1/13 January, 1910, 
on the conditions as under :— 

(1.) Every Russian vessel proceeding from a Russian port 
’ through the Suez Canal to a port on the Indian and Great Pacific 
Oceans, or vice versa, shall be entitled to receive from the Imperial 
Treasury the dues paid by the vessel for passing through the 
canal, in the proportion: (a) in full—on arrival at a Russian port 
of the Far East, or reversely on departure from one of these ports ; 
(b) to the extent of two-thirds—on arrival at one of the foreign 
ports of the Indian or Great Pacific Oceans, or reversely on 
departure from one of these ports. 

Observation—To the 1/13 July, 1901, the vessels specified in 
point b of Article 1 shall have the right to receive repayment in 
full of Suez Canal dues levied on them. 

(2.) Under the designation of dues for passing through the Suez 
Canal which are to be refunded is understood the tonnage rate 
levied by the Suez Canal Company for the right of passing through 
the Canal, and this designation shall not extend to other rates 
payable by vessels proceeding through the Canal, such as anchor- 
age, towing, and pilotage rates, which are payable in accordance 
with the regulations in force since the 1/13 June, 1872. 

(3.) Steamers proceeding from Russia to a port on the Indian 
and Pacific Oceans, and reversely, through the Suez Canal may 
touch at ports lying on their way for commercial transactions. On 
deviation from this route they will be entitled to be reimbursed 
the Canal dues only on affording proof of casualty to the vessel. 

2. For covering the expenditure incidental to the repayment of 
the above dues commencing from the 1/13 January, 1900, an 
adequate sum shall annually be provided under the estimates of 
the Department of Trade and Manufactures, the amount being 
calculated on the exact payments made for this purpose in 


previous years. 


New. Ports in THE BLAack 
Several new ports, situated to the north of the Perekop Gult 
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have sprung into existence. Skadovsk, which only two or three. 


years ago was a mere assemblage of fishermen’s huts, has now, 
become a small watering town, with a Custom House and large 


stores. Steamers taking cargo from this point load in the. 


Djarilgat Bay, which affords excellent anchorage and shelter from, 
all winds. Horly, in the same bay, has already been visited by 


several British steamers, and promises to become a grain-exporting, 


port in the near future. Powerful electric dredging plant has 
lately been purchased, and dredging operations are being. 


energetically pushed forward. Steamers are provided with barges. 


and a tug for loading. 


As a result of the dredging operations which have for some. 


time past been in progress on the River Dnieper, steamers partially 
laden have recently visited Kherson. At present the depth of the 
fairway is only 16 feet, but eventually it will be increased to 22 
feet which will render Kherson accessible to British shipping. The. 
importance of this port, when completed, is difficult to gauge. 
The lack of means of communication with the extensive grain-grow-. 
ing districts through which the Dnieper flows will be found to be a 
serious drawback, as its effect will be that instead of drawing’ 
supplies of grain from these districts Kherson will detract from 
the trade of Nicolaiev. This defect can only be remedied by the 
outlay of large sums of money in clearing a passage over the rapids 
which now obstruct the river traffic above Kherson, a heavy 
expenditure avoidable by the simple expedient of utilising 
Nicolaiev, the present outlet for grain from that district. On the 
other hand, if by means of a system of locks communication with 
the upper reaches of the Dnieper were to be rendered practicable, 
the ‘grain of eight provinces of Russia, possessing an aggregate area 
larger than Great Britain and Ireland, would find a cheap outlet 
to the Black Sea, and Kherson might develop into a grain-export- 
ing centre greater even than Odessa. The question is one of cost 
and possible returns. Whatever the latter might be, the former 


would be enormous, not less perhaps than the amount expended 


in the construction of the Iron Gate Canal at Orsova.—( Foreign 
Office Annual Series 2366.) 


Propuction oF Coal IN SWEDEN. 


A report received at the Foreign Office from H.M. Consul at 
Gothenberg states that, according to statistics recently published, 
the total production of coal in Sweden, in 1898, amounted to 
235,277 tons, estimated at 95,8771. The Swedish coal being 
what is termed “unripe” and unsuitable for transit, is chiefly 
consumed by the clay goods and other factories situated in the 
neighbourhood of the mines. 


SupstpiEs TO GERMAN MAIL STEAMERS. 
The following memorandum on subsidies to German mail 
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steamers has been received at the Board of Trade through the 
Foreign Office :— 

No changes in the amounts of the subsidies have been made 
since 1898, and the only contemplated increase of subsidies is in 
the one of 45,000. to-the ‘“ East African Line,” which it is pro- 
posed to increase by a further yearly sum of 15,0001. for an 
extension of rapid steamer services to the Cape. But no such 
definite proposal has yet been put before the Reichstag; the 
Government has merely been enquiring of interested parties their 
views on such an extension. 

The exact sums allotted by the Subsidy Bill of 6th April, 1885, 
were :— 


(1) 85,0007. to the East Asia Line. 
(2) 115,000/. tothe Australian Line. 

These sums were given to the German Lloyd Company in return 
for certain contract services. 

In 1893 a further expenditure of 5,000/. a year was authorised 
for postal connections with East Asia and with African ports by 
mail line to a South European port. 

For the mail communications to Eastern Asia and Australia, 
including 4,500I. from the above grant, the North German Lloyd 
Company has been receiving, since 1893, 204,5001 from the 
Imperial Government. 

By a Supplementary Bill, of 13th April, 1898, a further subsidy 
of 75,000/. a year was granted for a rapid fortnightly service to 
China. This contract was also given to the North German Lloyd 
Company, who, however, work it in connection with the Hamburg- 
American Company. This new service commenced in October of 
this year. 

The total present subsidies, therefore, granted are :— 

(1) To Eastern Asia, 160,0001. ; and up to 5,000]. for postal 
connections. 

(2) To Australia, 115,0001. 


THe GERMAN IMPERIAL BANK. 


With reference to the notice on p. 219 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” for February last relating to the renewal of the 
Charter of the German Imperial Bank which has lately béen 
before the Reichstag, a memorandum by H.M. Consul-General at 
Berlin received at the Foreign Office states that the Bill pre- 
sented by the Federal Governments has met with vigorous opposi- 
tion from the Agrarian Party, and wore especially from the 
Bimetallists. The deliberations of the Commission resulted in a 
compromise, according to which the Government adopted a 
number of amendments, whereby all extreme proposals have been 
effectually overcome. 

The principal object appears to have been attained in that the 
Imperial Bank shall continue in its present form for a fentger 
period of 10 years. 
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The chief amendments to the Bill embrace the following points :— 

1. From the year 1901, after providing for depreciation and 
losses and the distribution of 34 per cent. dividend, only } will 
be reserved for the shareholders, whilst the remainder goes to the 
Imperial Treasury. 

2. It has been decided to increase the capital from 120 million 
marks (6,000,000/.), to 180 million marks (9,000,000/.), so that 
there will have to be issued 30 million marks by the end of the 
year 1900, and 30 million marks by the end of 1905. 

3. The limit for the issue of notes freo of tax has been fixed at 
450 million marks (22,500,000/.) instead of at 400 million marks as 
the Government proposed. 

4, From the year 1901 private note-issuing banks will only be 
permitted to discount at (at most) } per cent. below the official, 
and } per cent. below the private rate of the Imperial Bank, but 
then only when the official rate is less than 4 per. cent. 


CoNSULAR CONVENTION BETWEEN GERMANY AND PERU. 

The Foreign Office have received through H.M. Embassy in 
Berlin, copy and translation of an Agreement, as under, concluded 
between Germany and Peru, regulating the treatment to be 
accorded to German Consuls in Peru, and Peruvian Consuls in 
Germany. 

This Agreement has been concluded pending the negotiation of 
a Treaty of Navigation and Commerce between the two countries. 

* German Consular officers of all grades in Peru and Peruvian 
Consular officers of all grades in Germany shall enjoy the same 
attributes, exemptions and prerogatives in the State in which they 

reside as have been or will be granted to the most favoured nation, 
so long as no express treaty has been concluded upon the subject 
between the two States, and has come legally into force.” 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs stated that he recognised the 
utility of the above declaration and accepted it in the name of his 
government, and the Signatories to the Convention consequently 
agreed to record it in the present protocol on the understanding 
that it should be operative only from the date on which it shall 
be ratified by a special act in conformity with the laws of the 
respective States. 

The Signatories to the Convention likewise agreed that in the 
event of the ceasing of any treaty or convention which might serve 
in either country as a rule for the application of the present 
declaration while this agreement is in force, this agreement should 
ipso facto cease to be operative in reference to such convention. 

The above agreement was ratified. and the ratifications were 
exchanged at Lima on 15th June, 1899. 


OPENING OF THE ROMAN-PLEVNA-SHUMLA RAILWAY. 


A despatch, dated 23rd November last, has been received at the 
Foreign Office from H.M. Agent-General at Sofia, reporting that 
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the Roiman-Plevna-Shumla Railway was formally opened by Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria, on the 20th November last. The ceremony 
took place at the station of Gérnia Oriéhovitsa, which will be the 
junction of the Rustchuk-Tirnovo Railway. 

At a luncheon given after the ceremony of inauguration, Prince 
Ferdinand delivered a speech to which the Prime Minister 
responded. In both speeches, and especially in the Minister's, 
much stress was laid on the necessity of the development of 
agriculture as the true source of the national wealth of Bulgaria— 
a public expression of opinion which was not uncalled for in view 
of the efforts which are being made to create Bulgarian industries 
under unfavourable circumstances, by establishing an extravagant 
system of protection. > 

_ The mutual congratulations of Prince and Minister on the com- 
pletion of the line are thoroughly justified. It taps a rich but as 
yet only partially cultivated country, and establishes railway 
communication, not only with the sea at Varna, but also with the 
Danube by means of the branch line to Samovit, which has now 
been working for several months. 

The Prince of Bulgaria called the attention of the Agent- 
General to an English engine, one of those first brought out for 
use on the Varna-Rustchuk Railway, upon which it has been running 
for more than thirty years, and which he had gent for the occasion ; 
and he expressed his regret that English manufacturers no longer 
tender for the supply of engines to the Bulgarian railways. 


SumacH TRADE. 


With reference. to a note on the Sicilian sumach trade on 
pp. 603-4 of the “Board of Trade Journal” for November last, 
a further despatch from H.M. Consul at Palermo, reports that the 
price on the 10th November last for mascolino sumach leaf for 
grinding had fallen to 16°75 lire per 100 kilogs., and that 
femminello sumach Ist quality to 13°75 lire per 100 kilogs. 


THe “ Messina SitK” Inpustry. 


With reference to a previous notice on the sericulture of 
Messina, a later despatch from H.M. Consul at that port states that 
it has been pointed out to him that not to include the Calabrian 
production of silk in the total output of “ Messina silk,” would be 
to convey a wrong impression of facts. It appears that under the 
denomination of “ Messina silk” is comprised all the silk produced 
on both sides of the Straits of Messina. Most of the spinning 
houses are on the continental side of the Straits, in the jurisdiction 
of H.M. Consulate of Naples. The combined spinning houses of 
both sides of the Straits of Messina are capable of dealing with 
about 200,000 -kilos. of silk annually. A new spinning house is 
under construction at Rocca Lumera, on the Sicilian side of the 
Straits. The total output of ‘‘ Messina silk” is estimated at about 
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2,000 bales annually. When cocoons to this extent are not to be 
had locally, they are purchased in Greece and Turkey, and spun in 
Calabria or Sicily. It appears that there is something in the,water 
or climate which gives a higher value to “ Messina silk” than to 
other qualities produced in Italy. The Vice-Consular district of 
Catania produces about 10,000 kilos. of fresh cocoons per annum. 


New MOLE at ANCONA, 

A despatch, dated 7th November, has been received at the 
Foreign Office, from H.M. Consul-General at Florence, statin 
that the new mole at Ancona has now been opened for traffic, an 
that a red light has been placed at the far end as a guide for ingoing 
vessels at night. 


THE SERVIAN 4 PER CENT. CONVERTED Loan. 

The Foreign Office have received, through H.M. Legation at 
Belgrade, a French translation of a ‘Law recently passed by. the 
Skupshtina ratifying and adding to the Law of the 8/20th of 
July, 1895, for the conversion of the Public Debt, the arrangement 
made by the Servian Government with the French and German 
bondholders for the substitution of the receipts for the match and 
cigarette paper monopolies for the net railway receipts, as guaran- 
tees for the service of the 4 per cent. Converted Loan of 1895. 

This. arrangement was submitted to the French Government for 
its approval in the month of August last by a delegate sent to 
Paris for that purpose by the Servian Government, and it would 
therefore appear that the contention of the latter that Foreign 
Governments had not the right to intervene on behalf of their 
respective bondholders has been abandoned. 

On the 1st of October last the revenues of the monopolies for 
the current year exceeded by 2,102,813 francs those of the first 
nine months of the preceding year; and as in 1898 the sums 
paid into the State Exchequer, after the meneasary disbursements 
for the service of the debt, amounted to 2,212,015 francs, the 
Minister of Finance may reckon on a surplus of over four millions 
derived from the monopolies on the Ist of January, 1900. 

The amortization of the Salt Loan in December next will place 
at his disposal a further sum of about half-a-million of franes, the 
amount hitherto paid for the service of that loan. 

This surplus will probably be increased by another million of 
francs from other sources. 


THE STaTUTES OF THE BANK OF CRETE. 

A despatch dated 20th November last has been received at the 
Foreign Office from Her Majesty’s Consul General at Canea, Crete, 
transmitting copy of the Statutes of the Bank of Crete, in French, 
which has been communicated by the Cretan Government.

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TraDE Marks IN MExIco. 

As a general rule, those British houses whose trade marks are 
registered in Great Britain have omitted to have them also 
registered in the commercial register of Mexico. 

The Acting British Consul says that it can scarcely be considered 
as an oversight, as the attention of British manufacturers has more 
than once been called to this fact, not by their agents but by 
merchants of Mexico city, who, though receiving the genuine 
article direct from the factory, are unable to compete in price 
with the imitations, made in Mexico or imported. No action 
can be iaken in many of these cases, either by the commission 
agent, or by the merchant who carries the stock, and they have 
to allow the fraudulent production to remain on the market. The 
general public, when they find that they have been deceived, 
usually make a claim upon the merchant who deals in the genuine 
article, with the result that his sales are affected and _ his 
reputation questioned, through no fault of his own. Such being 
the state of things, the attention of manufacturers and dealers 
is seriously called to the advantages of having their trade marks 
properly registered, under the regulations of the “Trade Mark 
Law” of Mexicc, ior their own protection.—(Fereign Office 
Miscellaneous Series 517.) 


OPENING FoR SERVICE BETWEEN BRITISH AND MEXICAN Ports. 


Facilities for transport in Mexico are increasing every day, and 
the country is opening up in every direction by railways in 
operation and construction, but one of the greatest needs for the 
development of British interests in Mexico is the prompt establish- 
ment of a direct and quick monthly service of first-class steamers 
between a British port and the Mexican Gulf, touching only at 
Havanna, both on the outward and homeward journey. A steamer 
going some thirteen or fourteen knots could easily accomplish the 
journey in from 16 to 17 days, and the want of such direct com- 
munication, both fcr passengers and freight, is so manifest that 
any company starting such a line of steamers at reasonable rates, 
would earn very large profits. The present time is specially fitted 
for the introduction of such service, as the approaching Paris 
Exhibition wou!d certainly fill such vessels both with freight and 
passengers for the whole of next year, and the trade once started, 
the advantages would be so apparent that the venture would un- 
doubtedly be successful.-- (Foreign Office Misceliancous Series 517.) 


TRAFFIC ON PERUVIAN RAILWAYS. 


According to a return received at the Board of Trade through 
the Foreign Office from Mr. W. N. Beauclerk, H.M. Minister at 
Lima, the number of passengers carried on Peruvian railways in 
each of the years 1898 and 1897 amounted to about 3,150,000. 
The tonnage of merchandise conveyed on the same lines in 1898 
was 540,000 tons, as against 505,000 tons in 1897.

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XXI.—GENERAL TRADE NOTES. 


SHIPPING THROUGH THE SUEZ CANAL. 


' The “Suez Canal Bulletin” recently published tables showing 
that the total number of vessels passing through the canal in the 
month of July last was 313, of a gross tonnage of 1,200,735 tons. 
Of the 313 vessels, 211 were British, of a gross tonnage of 821,089 
tons: 32 German, 121,915 tons; 18 French, 7&,546 tons ; 19 Dutch, 
57,560 tons; 8 Austria~-Hungarian, 27,335 tons; 4 Japanese, 
23,261 tons; 4 Russian, 21,887 tons; 3 Norwegian, 10,392 tons; 
3 Spanish, 9,390 tons; 1 Greek, 3,077 tons; 6 Italian, 13, 809 
tons; 1 Danish, 4,576 tons; 1 American, 4,000 tons ; 2 Ottoman, 
3,898 tons. 
~ The total number of ships which passed through the Suez Canal 
in the month of August last was 306, with a gross tonnage of 
1,205,022 tons. 

Of these 306 vessels 200 were British, of a gross tonnage of 
803,256 tons ; 37 German, of 133,569 tons; 20 French, of 82,128 
tons; 7 Russian, of 33,700 tons; 7 Japanese, of 35,229 tons; 11 
Dutch, of 33,338 tons; 8 Austria-Hungarian, of 32,857 tons; 8 
Italian, of 21,440 tons; 4 Norwegian, of 12,700 tons ; 2 Spanish, of 
8,787 tons ; and 2 Danish, of 8,018 tons. 


THe Wortp’s or Hops. 


The “ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ” publishes an American 
estimate of the area under hops in the world, which places the total 
figure at 262,000 acres, made - as follows :—

04,500 ,, 
United States ... 64,000 ,,

It must be observed, however, that in the western hop-growing 
districts of the United States the production of hops per acre 
amounts to over 10 cwt., whilst the average product per acre 
in Germany is a little under 5 cwt. ; the production of hops in the 
United States is thus relatively far larger than would appear from 
the area under cultivation stated above. For the current year it is 
estimated at 19,000 tons, a large portion of which is exported to 
the United Kingdom. 


ProposeD ELECTRIC RAILWAY BETWEEN MANCHESTER AND LIVERPOOL. 


It is stated that a further step towards the realisation of the 
scheme for an electric railway between Manchester and Liverpool 
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has been taken, a syndicate having’ been formed with a capital of 
40,0001. for the purpose of obtaining powers “to construct and 
work a high speed electric railway between Manchester and 
Liverpool on what is known as Behr’s Monorail System.” . 


Progectep RatLways IN Nova Scotts. 


It.is stated that plans are being perfected for the construction of 

a short railway in Cape Breton Island, Nova Scotia, the completion 
of which, it is said, will make possible a saving of forty-eight hours 
in the time required for bringing mails from Europe. The line is to 
be built by the Cape Breton Railway Extension Company, which 
was incorporated under a Special Act of the Nova Scotia Legisla- 
ture, 30th March, 1899. 
’ Louisburg, on the east coast of Cape Breton Island, 2,240 
nautical miles from Liverpool, has an excellent harbour, never 
ice-bound, with a pier having depth enough alongside for 
admitting the largest vessels at low water. It is proposed by the 
company to build a railway from that port to Hawkesbury, on the 
Straits of Canso, a distance of eighty-six miles. From Hawkes- 
bury existing railways would carry the Intercolonial mails to biel 
parts of Canada and the United States. 

The “Canadian Manufacturer” says that the new road is to 
be constructed and operated in two sections, the railway section 
and the bridge or ferry section over the Straits of Canso. The 
company has a capital of 1,000,000 dols., and is authorised to 
bond its line to the extent of 15,000 dols. a mile.

ProposEep INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION AT SYDNEY IN 1901. 


The question of the desirability of holding an International 
Exhibition in Sydney in 1901, was dealt with at the meeting of the 
Sydney Chamber of Commerce on 18th October last, and the 
following motion was passed :— 

“That in the opinion of this meeting it is desirable that an 
International Exhibition should be held in Sydney during the 
year 1901, to celebrate the birth of the New Century and the 
Federation of Australia.” 


Tue Russran Iron Inpustry 1899. 


According to a report issued by the St. Petersburg Bureau of 
Iron Manufacturers, the quantity of pig-iron produced by Russian 
ironworks in the first six months of 1899 amounted to 81,550,000 
pouds (1,310,000 English tons). As the furnaces have been kept 
working without interruption throughout the year the total pro- 
duction of pig-iron during 1899 may be estimated at 164 million 
pouds (2,600,000 English tons), as compared with 135,635,000 
vate (2,180, 000 English tons) in 1898. 


THe SuGar Inpustry or Russia. 


According to the “Monde Economique” a report has just been 
issued by the Imperial Administration of Indirect Taxation and Mo- 
nopolies on the subject of the sugar industry and the cultivation of 
the beet in Russia. According to this report there are at present in 
European Russia 268 sugar factories as compared with 242 last year; 
and the area under beet-roots is now 455,677 dessiatines (dessiatine 
‘=2°7 acres) against 404,600 last year ; the increase within the year 
is thus 10°7 per cent. in the number of factories, and 12°6 per 
cent. in the area under beet-root cultivation. The current year 
cannot, however, be considered very satisfactory as on the Ist of 
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July 8,312 dessiatines of the crop had been destroyed, whilst in the 
previous year only 2,915 dessiatines had been destroyed; in addition, 
25,288 dessiatines were re-sown as compared with only 5,768 in 
1898. This destruction of the crop was owing partly to storms 
and partly to the ravages of insects and fungi. As to the condition 
of the crops in 1899, 48:1 per cent. was reported good, 32°8 per 
cent. fair, 15°2 per cent. moderate, and 4°0 per cent. bad; the 
corresponding figures in 1898 were 55°7 per cent. good, 29:2 per 
cent. fair, 11°6 per cent. moderate, and 3:0 per cent. bad. 


Russian PETROLEUM IN GERMANY. 


The Board of ‘Trade have received through the Foreign Office 
a copy of a despatch from Munich forwarding a memorandum 
which has been compiled by Dr. Zoepfl, of Nuremburg, under the 
direct supervision of the Russian Minister to Bavaria, and has for 
its object the furtherance of the importation of Russian petroleum 
into Germany. This paper gives elaborate information which it is 
thought may be of value to English petroleum companies in the 
Caucasus as to the comparative cost of production of American 
and Kussian petroleum, and of freights to Germany. The author 
adduces statistics in support of his contention that while the cost 
of production of petroleum is less in the Caucasus than in the 
United States (the estimated cost of kerosine per poud being 
29°93 copecks in Batoum and 35°62 in Philadelphia), the freight 
charges on petroleum from Batoum to Hamburg, estimated at 
12 copecks per poud, are greater than from American ports (about 
10} copecks per poud), and he strongly advocates the utilisation of 
the Danube route for the importation of Russian petroleum into 
Southern Germany. The different portions of the Danube route 
from its mouth to Passau and Ratisbon are discussed with con- 
siderable detail, and calculations are made as to the probable cost 
of freight from Batoum to Ratisbon in Bavaria, and of distribution 
thence to the principal centres of Germany.

New MEtHops oF BUSINESS IN RussIA. 


The French Consul'at Odessa gives some hints to commercial 
travellers that may be interesting to paper manufacturers who are 
pushing their export trade. he Consul points out that all 
endeavours to build up a market of any importance by the 
ordinary methods having failed, several large French firms adopted 
4 quite novel method which proved unexpectedly successful. 
Starting, for instance, in Poland, the commercial travellers visited 
first the greater cities (Warsaw, St. Petersburg, Moscow, Kiew, 
and Odessa), and then, during a second tour, the less important 
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centres, without, however, referring in any way to the usual inter- 
mediaries and commission agents. On arriving at a city, they 
asked the French Consul for a complete list of well-to-do families, 
citizens and officials residirg in the place. These. were then 
invited to visit the show-rooms, which for that purpose had been 
temporarily established in a first-class hotel. Indeed, those. who 
were invited arrived in surprising numbers, in the expectation of 
being able to buy directly from the manufacturer at low prices. 
Thus, the Consul reports that one commercial traveller succeeded 
in obtaining within eight days private orders to the value of 
25,000 francs, which, at all events, must be regarded as a successful 
result, considering that it was the first time such a business 
method was put into practice. ae 


Russian TRADE -wiTH CHINA via KIAKHTA IN 1898. 


A recent number of the Journal of the Russian Ministry of 
Finances contains a lengthy article giving particulars of the trade 
carried on between Russia and China via Kiakhta. The following 


information, extracted from the article in question, may be of 


interest :-— 
Trade between Russia and China in 1898 was more active 
than in the two preceding years. The total value of imports and 
exports. amounted to 21,298,000 roubles, as compared with 
20,676,000 roubles in 1897 and 20,932,000 roubles in 1896. In 
this total the éxports of tea from China are naturally the most 
important item, the quantity leaving China for Russia by the 
overland route via Kiakhta amounting in 1898 to 1,598,000 pouds 
{573 million lbs.) of a value of 16,292,000 roubles (1,720,0002.). 
‘ It is noteworthy that the value of the exports of manufactures 
from Russia to China is annually decreasing. In previous years, 
when Russian cloth, &c., was exchanged for tea, Russian goods, 
particularly woollen. fabrics, found their way into the interior of 
China and a very brisk trade was done in them, especially in 


the markets of the North. Lately, however, this trade has been 


considerably affected by the competition of other countries who 
were able to sell their goods more cheaply than Russia. ‘The 
exports of Russian cloth via Kiakhta, which were valued at 
170,000 roubles in 1897, declined to 101,000 roubles in 1898. 
Amongst other Russian exports to China may be mentioned 
articles of food, leather and hides, and silver., The Chinese 
exports consisted chiefly of tea, sugar, cotton goods, and manu- 
factures of silk. 


_ ‘Tue ConpiTIon or THE BELGIAN Corton InpUsTRY. 
- According to the “ Manchester Guardian” it is reported from 
Ghent, that the Belgian cotton-spinners have held several meetings 
at Brussels recently, in order to inquire. into the causes of the 
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«deplorable ’ condition of their industry. It is said to have been 
generally admitted that the crisis is due to the depressing influence 
of an abnormal accumulation of stocks, and that a reduction of 
stocks is imperatively necessary if a wholesale closing of mills 
in the near future is to be avoided. According to a recent 
report, it has been decided at a general. meeting, attended 
by a large number of representatives of the Belgian cotton- 
spinning industry, to adopt short time to an extent which will 
employ a reduction of one-sixth in the production. The depression 
in the Belgian cotton-spinning industry is in remarkable contrast 
to the reported prosperity of that of Lancashire. 


TRADE OF GERMANY WITH HER CoLoNIEs. 


The German official statistics contain figures showing the extent 
of German trade with the German colonies in the year 1898. 
According to the ‘“ Times,” the following is a summary of the 
statistics in question :— 

The value of the imports from Samoa for 1898, amounted to 
5,000 marks, including cocoa-beans to the value of 4,000 marks. 
The goods exported from Germany to the islands were worth 


- 95,000 marks, and consisted principally of umbrellas and parasols, 


which accounted for 18,000 marks, and of beer to the value of 9,000 
marks. 

The imports from New Guinea and the Bismarck Archipelago 
had a value of 206,000 marks, including cocanuts and copra to the 
value of 82,000 marks, and tobacco leaf to the value of 83,000 
marks. The exports to these colonies amounted to 271,000 marks. 

From German South West Africa were imported goods valued at 
184,000 marks, in which guano figured to the extent of 158,000 
marks, and ostrich and heron plumes to the extent of 14,000 


~ marks. German exports to this colony had a value of 2,894,000 


marks. This sum, however, includes the cost of the rails and other 
‘aaterials for the railway line which is being built at the expense 
cf the Empire. The value of the beer imported into the colony 
{rom Germany reaches the sum of 171,000 marks. 

From German West Africa, Germany imported goods to the 
value of 3,643,000 marks. Cocoanuts and copra accounted for 
857,000 marks, palm and cocoanut oil for 440,000 marks, cocoa- 
beans for 270,000 marks, and india-rubber for 1,714,000 marks. 
The exports to this territory had a value of 3,564,000 marks, 
including gunpowder to the value of 514,000 marks, spirits to the 
value of 523,000 marks, beer to the value of 238,000 marks, rice to 
the value of 278,000 marks, and coined silver to the value of 
108,000 marks. 

From German East Africa, Germany received imports to the 
value of 579,000 marks, including coffee to the value of 128,000 
marks, India-rubber to the value of 171,000 marks, wax to the 
value of 101,000 marks, and ivory to the value of 17,000 marks. 

The German exports to this colony had a value of 3,325,000 
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marks, including coined silver to the value of 880,000 marks, 
artillery ammunition to the value of 126,000 marks, and wine and 
beer to the value of 302,000 marks. 

Altogether, Germany receives imports from her colonies to the 
value of 4,617,000 marks, and exported to them goods and silver 
coins to the value of 10,149,000 marks, making a total trade of 
14,766,000 marks, or 738,300. sterling, which is not quite one- 
sixth per cent. of the whole foreign trade of Germany. 

The subsidies to these colonies and protectorates for 1899 
amounted to 14,788,000 marks or 739,400/. sterling, exclusive of 
the expenses connected with Samoa of 60,0001. sterling, paid as 
subventions to steamship lines, and of expenditure on postal and 
telegraph administration, naval stations, and service of the Foreign 
Office. 


THE Propuction oF Raw [Ron IN THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 


According to the statistics of the Association of German Iron 
and Steel Manufacturers the production of raw iron in the German 
‘Empire (including Luxemburg) amounted to 691,266 metric tons 
in October 1899, as compared with 651,122 tons in October, 1898. 
The total for October, 1899, was divided as follows : —Puddled iron 
and spiegeleisen 134,174 tons, Bessemer 49,130 tons, basic 
(Thomas) pig 387,076 tons, foundry pig 120,886 tons. The output 
in September, 1899, amounted to 661,068 tons. The production for 
the ten months (January to October, 1899), amounted to 6,719,843 
tons, as compared with 6,101,717 tons during the corresponding 
period of last year. 


Tae Sitx Inpustry or SwitzerLanp In 1898. 


From a report recently issued by the Verein Schweizerischer 
Seidenzwirner it appears that trade in the silk-twisting industry 
in 1898 was brisk, but not very profitable, as competition, especially 
that of Italy, kept prices down. 

As regards the weaving industry, Swiss exports of tissues of 
pure silk show an increase of about 7,000,000 francs (78,600,000 
francs in 1898, against 71,600,000 francs in 1897), whilst the exports 
‘of mixed tissues, as well as of silk shawls and scarves decreased. 
Exports to the United States, especially of taffetas. show an 
increase, but England is still the best customer of Switzerland 
for silk and half-silk goods. The exports of silk bolting cloth, 
whilst increasing in quantity in 1898, showed a decline in value: 
the amounts sent to Austria and the United Kingdom increased, 
but those to France, Italy, Germany and the United States fell off. 

In the silk ribbon industry trade was slack during the earlier 
part of 1898, but business revived considerably later in the year, 
and the exports for the whole year show a small increase on those 
of 1897. As regards half-silk ribbons, the value of exports 
declined more than a million francs, owing chiefly to a falling off 
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in the demand from England, who is the chief customer for these 
oods. 
F It is stated tnat the competition of foreign silk manufacturers 
is being felt more severely in Switzerland, owing partly to 
oppressive Customs tariffs and partly to the fact that wages in 
that country are higher than those paid in Italy and even than 
in France and Germany. For these reasons many of the Ziirich 
silk manufacturers have established factories in other countries, 
and in 1897 it was stated that Swiss manufacturers owned not less 
than 7,000 looms abroad, as compared with about 12,000 in 
Switzerland. 
As regards silk dyeing, the Kaufminnische Gesellschaft Ziirich 
reports that in 1898 in the silk-dyeing industry trade was goed, 
except during August and September, in both black and colours. 
Several houses have enlarged their premises and increased the 
number of their workmen. But, whilst an increased output was 
thus made possible, prices have been forced down by foreign 
competition, and, at the same time, the prices of drugs, &c., used 
in dyeing have generally increased. 


FreNcH CoaL and Iron 1n 1899 (FIRST SIX MONTHS). 


According to statistics published in a recent issue of the 
“ Moniteur des Intéréts Materiels,” the amount of coal produced in 
France during the first six months of 1899 showed an increase over 
the corresponding period of last year. The figures are as follows, 
the quantities being stated in metric tons (2,204: Ibs.) :—

These figures show that in France the production of steel has 
increased in 1899 at a much faster rate than that of iron. 


FRENCH CONSULS AND THE TRADE OF THE Kast. 


The “ Straits Budget” notes that among the many efforts made 
to increase the trade of France in the East, is one by which the 
Consuls are to be brought into direct communication with the 
business men of their country. In pursuance of this plan, the 
French Consul-General at Calcutta was to hold a reception to meet 
the business men of Paris at the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. The 
announcement is made that “he will place himself at the disposi- 
tion of persons who wish to consider the possible openings for 
French trade in British India, especially for rails, nails, automobiles, 
petroleum, velocipedes, textiles, silks, laces, woollens, cottons, 
jewellery, silverware, watches, clocks, machinery for flour mills, 
photographic apparatus, and Paris-made articles,” The Consul 
will visit several industrial centres in France for the purpose of 
discussing the same matters with the business classes. 


PropucTiIonN oF WINES AND Spirits 1n TURKEY. 


According to the Report on the Administration of the Ottoman 
Public Debt, the production of native wine in Turkey amounted to 
62,257,552 kilogrammes in 1897-8 and to 56,039,148 kilos. in 
1898-9, showing a decrease in 1898-9 of 6,218,404 kilos. The 

roduction of native spirits was 7,393,741 kilos. in 1897-8 and 
302.915 in 1898-9 showing a falling off of 90,826 kilos. in the 
latter year. There was thus altogether a total diminution of about 
7 million kilogrammes in the production and manufacture of 
Turkish wines and spirits. The Report also states that the 
number of wine producers which was 127,785 in 1897-8 fell to 
95,488 in 1898-9---a decrease of 32,297, or more than 25 per cent. 
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TRADE BETWEEN Unitep States AND Cusa, Porto Rico, 


AND THE PHILIPPINES. 


~ The trade between the United States and Cuba, Porto Rico, 
Hawaii and the: Philippine Islands continues to grow with great 
rapidity. The September Summary of Commerce and Finance 
issued by the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, shows that the imports 
from these islands are 61 per cent. greater than in the corres- 
‘ponding months of 1898 or 1897, and the exports to them 161 per 
cent. greater than in the same months of 1898 or 1897. The total 
cf American imports from these four islands or groups of islands 
was in the nine months of 1899, 53,273,224 dols., against 34,471,275 
dols. in the corresponding months of 1898, and '33, 059, 105 dols. in 
the same months of 1897, while American exports to them in nine 
months of 1899 were 29,921,735 dols., against 11,933,833 dols. in 
the corresponding months of 1898 and 11,480,153 dols. in the same 
months of 1897. An examination of the details shows that 
American exports to each of these islands or groups of islands have 
been greater in the nine months just ended than in any corres- 
ponding period in the history of their commercial relations with 
the United States, except those to Cuba in the year in which 
reciprocity brought their value to a much higher figure than they 
ever attained in any preceding or subsequent year. 

From Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines the imports of the 
nine months just ended are also larger than in any similar period 
of previous years, though from Cuba they are necessarily less than 
in the years prior to the destruction of her sugar plantations and 
works during her war with Spain, the chief sugar supply of the 
United States at that time being brought from Cuba. ‘The tables 
which follow show the exports to and imports from Cuba, Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines in the nine months of each year 
_ since 1894. It will be seen that the total exports for the nine 
months just ended are greater. than those of the corresponding 
months of any preceding year shown, while those of imports are 
also greater than those of any preceding year, except in the case 
of Cuba, from which sugar for consumption in the United States 
was drawn prior to the destruction of her plantations during her 
war with Spain :

FreiGHT Rates IN THE UNITED STATES. 
The Question of Long and Short Hauls. 


The recent decision of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Cincinnati, in the case involving the application of the long- 
and-short-haul clause of the Inter-State Commerce Act to the case 
of freight rate to Nashville and Chattanooga, according to the 
“Commercial and Financial Chronicle” of New York appears to 
follow closely the principles laid down in the celebrated Social 
Circle case. In that case the ruling was also against the railroads 
on the main point at issue, the United States Supreme Court 
affirming the decree of the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
to the effect that carriers must desist from charging a higher rate 
to Social Circle from Cincinnati than the charge to Augusta (a 
further point) from the same centre. The present case had its 
origin in a complaint brought a good many years ago by the Board 
of Trade of Chattancoga against a large number of railroad and 
steamship companies engaged in the transportation of merchandise 
from North Atlantic seaboard points to Nashville and Memphis 
through Chattanooga. Nashville and Memphis having water com- 
petition, the roads have been charging lower rates to these points 
through Chattanooga than they have to Chattanooga itself. The 
complaint alleged that this was a violation of the Inter-State Law 
for a number of reasons, but especially because the action was in 
contravention of the Fourth Section of the Act— the section relating 
to the charges for long and short hauls. The Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, having adopted the views of the complainants, and 
its order not having keen obeyed by the carriers, brought suit to 
enforce compliance. The lower court sustained the Commission, 
and the United States Circuit Court of Appeals now also decides 
that the roads are violating the Fourth Section of the Inter-State 
Law in charging a higher rate from New York and other eastern 
cities to Chattanooga than they do to Nashville via Chattanooga. 

The Social Circle case appeared to have some weak points from 
a railroad standpoint, but the defeat of the carriers was not due to 
that circumstance alone. The ruling was based on a number of 


| 
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general grounds which would apply in other cases. It should be 
understood that the United States Supreme Court did not in that 
cause decide that a greater charge for a shorter than for a longer 
haul was not permissible. The court said that the question whether 
discrimination of that kind was justifiable, was a question of fact 
for the Commission and the courts to determine. ‘This distinction 
should be clearly kept in mind, and also the further fact that in 
this very case the Supreme Court made its famous declaration that 
the Inter-State Board has no express power to fix rates—that 
subject to the two leading prohibitions that their charges shall 
not be unjust or unreasonable, and that they shall not unjustly 
discriminate against persons or localities, the carriers are 
“free to make special contracts looking to the increase of their 
business, to classify their traffic, to adjust and apportion their 
rates so as to meet the necessities of commerce, and generally to 
manage their important interests upon the same principles which 
are regarded as sound, and adopted in other trades and pursuits.” 
There would therefore seem little occasion for uncasiness even if in 
the Chattanooga case, as in the Social Circle case, the United 


States Supreme Court should, when the matter comes before it,’ 


uphold the action of the lower courts. 


AMERICAN PossEssIONs IN SAMOA. 


Tutuila, the Samoan island which falls to the Un.ced States in 


the recent arrangement completed between Germany and England, 
subject to ratification by the United States Government, according 
to the Treasury Bureau of Statistics, covers but fifty-four square 
miles, and has only 4,000 inhabitants. It possesses, however, the 
most valuable island harbour in the South Pacific, and perhaps in the 
entire Pacific ocean. According to the “‘ Manufacturer,” the harbour 


_ of Pago-Pago, in the island of Tutuila, has been pronounced the 


best in all the Pacific, and Pearl harbour, in the Hawaiian group, 
is stated to be the next in value as a harbour, the United States 


thus being the possessor of the chief island harbours and ports of 


call, supply and repairs in the Pacific ocean. Commercially, the 
Samoan Islands, singly or as a group, are unimportant so far as 
their local production or consumption is concerned, but extremely 
important in their relation to the commerce of any nation desiring 
to cultivate Trans-Pacific commerce. Mr. Goward, who was sent 
by the United States Government to the Samoan Islands to 
arrange for a treaty with reference to the harbour of Pago-Pago, 
said: “The capacity of this harbour is sufficient for the accommo- 
dation of large fleets; landlocked, it is safe from hurricanes and 
storms, and could easily be defended from land or sea attack at a 
small expense. In a naval point of view, it is the key position to 
the Samoan group, and likewise to central Polynesia, and is 
especially located for the protection of American commerce. The 
Samoan archipelago, by reason of its geographical position in 
central Polynesia, lies in the course of vessels from San Francisco 
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to Auckland, from Panama to Sydney, and from Valparaiso to . 
China and Japan, and from being outside the hurricane track, is the 


most valuable group in the South Pacific. Situated half-way

ImpRovED STEaMSsHIP SERVICE WITH Para. 

The United States Consul at Para in a recent report states 
that beginning in November, 1899, the two lines of steamships 
plying between Para and the United States—the Booth Steamship 
Company, Limited, and the Red Cross Line of steamers—changed 
their schedule so as to leave Para for New York on the 6th, 16th, 
and 26th, instead of the 4th, 14th, and 24th of each month. 
A ten days’ service was to be established by said companies between 


Manaos and New York. On the Ist November, 1899, a ten days’. 


service was also to be established between Para and Galveston, 


Tex., by the same fleets that operate between Para and New York. 


The Spanish Steamship Company, established between Habana, 
Cuba and Europe, has recently completed arrangements for the 
extension of the line, touching at Para on the return voyages 
to Europe. 


New Frere 
A correspondent of the “ Jornal do Commercio ” of Rio de Janeiro 
draws attention to the fibre of the guaxima, which grows wild 
everywhere, but is found in largest quantities on the low lands 


near the sea. It is believed that this fibre would prove an 


excellent substitute for jute, which is all imported, and when 
cultivated prove the basis of an important industry. 

The threads are long and very strong and will resist the action 
of water ; the fibre being used by fishermen on the coast for their 
nets, which last for years if soaked in a tincture of aroeira bark. 
_ The process of elaboration of the guaxima fibre does not require 

long maceration in vessels, as is the case with jute; immersion for 
a few days in running water being sufficient to loosen the green 
outer bark with the hands, after which the rods are expesed 


to the sun in order to dry the woody part: this then contracts 


and allows the fibres to be easily separated.

ProposEp New American S.S. LINE BETWEEN SINGAPORE 
AND PHILIPPINE Ports. 


The United States Consul-General at Singapore has transmitted 
to the American Government copy of a letter addressed by him to 
General Otis, at Manila, in which he states that upon relinquishing 
his position in the consular service he contemplates the establishment 
of a line of steamers under the American flag, to ply between Singa- 
pore and the different ports of the Philippines, especially the 
southern ones, which can be reached with special facility by way of 
British North Borneo, Such a line of steamers, of sufficiently light 


draft to enter the shallower island harbours, would, it is thought, be 


useful for the transportation of troops and supplies. The boats 
would, in the first place, be at the disposal of the Government, and 
serve, secondarily, for the convenience of the public.

The Manufacturers’ Association of the United States have 
purchased in Shanghai, China, a building containing 40,000 square 
feet of floor room, with the view of opening there a permanent 
exhibition of American goods. About 100 firms have applied for 
space. Exhibits from the National Export Exhibition in Phila- 
delphia will be sent to China after the close of the exhibition.

" TRADE OPENINGS IN JAPAN. 


The following notes regarding trade opportunities in Japan are 
taken from the “Canadian Manufacturer ” :— 

With the rapid introduction of all classes of general machinery, 
there is a very large demand for leather and rubber belting, which 
demand is likely to increase from year to year as factories are 
established. There are no gutta-percha or rubber goods manu- 
factured in the country. 

Steam boilers are being imported in considerable quantities from 
England, and the demand will continue as there is a strong desire 
on the part of the Japanese to establish manufactories of various 
kinds throughout the country. The demand is especially for 
multitubular boilers. 

There are great possibilities for the sale of electrical apparatus, as 
there is sure to be great development in the near future. There is 
only one electric roud in Japan. at Kioto. The use of dynamos, 
motors, and other classes of electrical machinery will certainly 
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increase very rapidly. New electric roads in the leading trade 
centres are projected. 

There is a capital opening for lathes, drilling machines, steam 
hammers, planers, punches, tapping machines, and all such lines. 
The sale of these will be extensive during the next few years. To 
insure success such lines require to be handled by a specialist. 


TonNAGE Dues Law IN JAPAN. 

The following translation of regulations for the operation of the 
tonnage dues law in Japan, has been received at the Bureau of 
Foreign Commerce of the United States :— 

Regulations for the Operation of the Tonnage Dues Law. 

Art. 1. Persons wishing to pay the tonnage dues for one year at 
one time, according to the provisions of the note appended to 
Art. 1 of the tonnage dues law, shall give notice of their intention 
to the Custom House or a branch office of the same. 

Art. 2. When the Custom House or a branch office desires to 
collect tonnage dues, notice shall be given to the payer of the 
amount of dues and the place of payment. 

Art. 3. Vessels engaged in foreign trade which enter port on 
account of calamities at sea or other unavoidable reason, should 
certify to the circumstances at the Custom House or branch office. 

In case the tonnage dues are paid, the above is not required. 

Art. 4. Persons who desire to receive a certificate of the 
payment of tonnage dues, or a certificate of the measurement of 
their vessel, in case such vessel has been measured in accordance 
with Art. 4 of the tonnage law, should apply to the Custom House 
or branch office, and pay a fee of 1°50 ven (74 cents) for each 
certificate. 

The above fee may be paid in revenue stamps attached to the 
application for certificate. 

Art. 5. With regard to the method of investigation and punish- 
ment of violations of these regulations, the regulations for the 
operation of the Custom House law shall be applied. 

Appendiz.—This ordinance shall go into effect on the date of 
the operation of the tonnage dues law (4th August, 1899). 


’ AMERICAN-ASIATIC ASSOCIATION OF JAPAN. 

The United States Consul-General at Yokohama, under date of 
27th June, 1899, has issued a report on the organisation in that 
city of a society of American citizens under the above title. The 
constitution adopted sets forth the following as the objects of the 
association :-— 

To foster and safeguard the commercial and other interests of 
citizens of the United States of America in Japan. 

To promote a beneficial acquaintance and association among 
Americans in Japan, and by union and permanent organisation to 
give more effective aid in behalf of measures intended to advance 
such interests. 
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To gather and distribute information of importance to its 
members. 

To act in concert with and aid in the purposes of the American- 
Asiatic Association of New York, and the American Association of 
China, and such kindred associations as may be hereafter formed 
in the Orient. 

Any American citizen of full age, resident or temporarily 
residing in Japan, is to be eligible to membership. The annual 
Tues are to be 10 yen, payable annually, in advance, on the 1st day 
of July in each year. There will be an annual meeting of the 
association in the city of Yokohama, during the month of October 
in each year. ; 


AMERICAN versus INDIAN COTTON IN JAPAN. 


The United States Consul-General at Yokohama has recently 
reported as follows on American versus Indian cottons in Japan :— 

Taking American middling and Indian broach growths into 
consideration, it will pay the mill owner in Japan to -use the 
American staple, even if it be dearer than Indian by a yen a picul 
(2s. per 138 pounds). Inferior Indian growths, known 
as fair and medium stapled cottons, are indispensable in 
producing the coarser counts, from 16’s downward, and will 
continue to be bought as heretofore, the average count turned 
out by the Japanese mills being 16’s. It is in the 20’s and 
higher counts only that the American cotton will replace Indian 
cotton. Even here the mills are said to be very cautious. Of yarns 
spun at present, at least 80 per cent. are taken up by consumers 
in the interior for home weaving. A great deal of this has to be 
dyed, and it is alleged that the yarn produced from American 
cotton, though stronger and whiter, does not take the dye easily. 
Whether the fault lies in the yarn or in the dyeing process my 
informant is unable to say. 
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XXIIL—PROCEEDINGS AND DELIBERATIONS OF THE 
CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM, 


Birmingham.—An address was delivered under the auspices of 
this Chamber by Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal, High Com- 
missioner for Canada, on the ‘‘ Commercial Relations of the 
Dominion of Canada with Great Britain.” The High Commissioner 
spoke on the future of the British Empire as a whole, the trade of 
Canada itself, the preferential tariff, and drew a comparison 
between the trade of the Dominion and that of the United States, 
The Right Hon. Jesse Collings, president of the Chamber, presided, 
and there was a very large attendance, ‘ 


Bradford.—A meeting of the Council of the Bradford Chamber 
of Commerce was held on 29th November last, Mr. W. A. Whitehead 
presiding. It appeared from the minutes of the Paris Exhibition 
Committee, which were adopted, that the following had been 
chosen as experts for the selection of local goods for exhibition :— 
Dress goods, Mr. Thomas Palmer, of Pawsons & Leafs, Limited, 
London, and Mr. W. G. Wallis, of Messrs. Marshall & Aston, 
Manchester ; linings, Mr. J. T. Dunnington, of Messrs. Knowles, 
Cooke & Co., of Bradford, and Mr. J. B. Moorhouse, late of 
George Armitage, Limited; and suitings and trouserings, Mr. J. 
Carson, of Messrs. D. C. Apperley, Carson & Co., London, and 
Mr. R. Ziegler, of Messrs. J. B. Neuerhouag & Co., London. 

The President remarked that the Paris exhibit under the 
auspices of the Chamber was causing an immense amount of work. 
It had been the most difficult thing to get the right man for 
manager, ‘There had been 400 applications, but no one of the 
applicants had come up to the committee’s ideas of suitability. 
He had been informed that a very good show of patterns had been 
received. 

In reply to a letter from the secretary suggesting that the 
details of the exports of alpaca and mohair yarn should be shown 
in the monthly returns, instead of, or in addition to, those of 
woollen yarn, a reply had been received from the Statistical Office 
stating that the suggestion appeared to be well worthy of con- 
sideration, and would be laid before the Revising Committee. 

A letter from the Home Office on the woolcombing regulations 
was read and referred to the Wool Supply Committee. 

_ Bristol—An ordinary monthly meeting of this Chamber was 
recently held, Mr. T. Lindrea in the chair. In July last the 
Council of this Chamber approached the New South Wales Govern- 
ment upon the system adopted for marking cattle in the colony. The 
Agent-General, Sir Julian Salomons, accordingly communicated with 
the Department of Mines and Agriculture upon the subject, and a 
reply has just been received through Sir Julian, to the effect that 
the system of branding and marking cattle in New South Wales 
was that carried out under the Registration of Brands Acts, 1866 
and 1874; the brands being imprinted with the ordinary hot 
branding iron. In addition to being branded in this manner, 
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cattle, as a rule, were also ear-marked, but registration of ear-marks 
had not yet been provided for by legislation. It was, however, 
proposed to pass an amended “ Registration of Brands” Bill, under 
which provision would be made for such registration. The com- 
munication from Sydney proceeded further to state that this would 
have the effect of lessening the number of brands to be put upon 
cattle, and the deterioration of hides would be further saved by 
the increase of the number of “ branding portions,” thus allowing 
owners to put brands upon the less valuable parts of hides. 
Further provision in this direction would be made in the authorisa- 
tion of tattoo marks. A copy of the bill to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to the branding and marking of stock was also 
forwarded to the Chamber. ‘The reply was so far considered 
satisfactory, and it was resolved to communicate the purport of 
the same to the newly-formed local Tanners’ Federation, also to 


‘supply copies to the local and trades journals. 


The following communication was read from Professor 
Wertheimer, Principal of the City of Bristol Commercial School 
to the Council of the Bristol Chamber of Commerce :— 

“‘Gentlemen,—I have pleasure in reporting that both the day and 
evening classes of this school have made a satisfactory start. 

“ Day Classes.—There are 66 boys in this department of the 
school taking the full course set forth in the syllabus. 

“* Evening Classes.—In accordance with the scheme approved by 
your Chamber, 12 new classes were advertised, and six additional 
teachers engaged. Of these classes, the following have collapsed, 
viz.: Both courses in economics, for which no students presented 
themselves ; Span‘sh, for which only one student presented himself; 
and the senior courses in commercial geography and commercial 
knowledge, for which no students presented themselves ; it is to be 
hoped that next year some of the students will be prepared to enter 
for the last-mentioned courses. The following table shows the 
number of students registered in each subject on 31st October, 
1899. In cases where similar classes existed last session, the 
corresponding numbers, as at 31st October, 1898, are given for the 


purpose of comparison :—

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It will be seen that there is an increase of 87 students, being 
nearly 40 per cent. 

‘‘Many members of your Chamber have helped by drawing the 
attention of the young men and women in their employ to the 
facilities for improvement which the School of Commerce pro- 
vides ; if all the members of the Chamber would adopt the same 
course, there can be no doubt that the School of Commerce would 
soon be as well attended as the technological department of our 
evening classes, in which the registrations at October 31st last 
numbered 669, 

“Commercial Bristol is at least as important as industrial Bristol, 
and the superior education of those engaged in commercial work 
ought to make them even more anxious for self-improvement than 
the artisans who attend our classes in technology.” 

Iiverpool.—A special meeting of the Council of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce was recently held in the offices at Exchange 
Buildings, Mr. F. C. Danson in the chair. The Postmaster- 
General explained that the delay complained of in cable messages 
between Liverpool and Bremen is due to pressure on the inter- 
national circuit, and denied that the delay occurs during the 
retransmission of telegrams in London. The Hamburg Chamber 
have written that they do not experience sufficient delay there to 
warrant them approaching their telegraph administration with 
complaints. The British Chamber of Commerce of Paris wrote 
that they had been in communication with the French Government, 
who had informed them that the question of a direct wire between 
Liverpool and Paris was under consideration, and that the question 
of improving the service on the Havre-Reubaix-Tourcoing circuit 
was not being overlooked. The committee as a result of these 
communications had written to the Postmaster-General strongly 
advocating an increase in the number of cables between England 
and the Continent; also to the British Chamber of Commerce of 
Paris urging the paramount necessity for closer telegraphic 
communication between Liverpool and all the principal French 
ports and manufacturing towns. 

The Post Office regulations having unexpectedly refused to pass 
the term of “c.i.f.” as one word, complaint was made to the 
Postmaster General, who was asked to allow such abbreviations as 
“cif.” “fo.r.” “f.a.s.” and f.o.b.”, to pass as one word in future. 
The Postmaster-General replied that ‘‘c.i.f.” would be allowed to 
pass, and that the other terms “without punctuation” formed 
legitimate words and could also pass as such. 

As a result of representation made to the Foreign Office as to the 
illegal levy of certain dock dues at Pernambuco, the Foreign 
Office had instructed the Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro to enter a 
strong protest against the same to the Brazilian Government. 

A request had been received from the New Decimal Association 
urging that the Liverpool School Board should make teaching of 
the metric system compulsory in its curriculum as a step towards 
the more general adoption of that system at this port and in this 
country. 


| 
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The Board of Trade had been asked to legalise the adoption of a 
new set of weights for cotton, viz., 50, 25, 10, and 5 lbs., but 
replied that as the series of 56, 28, 14, and 7 Ibs. is also in use, 
the adoption of another series would, in their opinion, lead to great 
confusion, and probably fraud. The Board of Trade, however, 
stated that since the passing of the Weights and Measures (Metric 
System) Act they had had the necessary metric standards made 
and verified, and that it is open to importers of cotton to make use 
of the metric system if they desire. 

The attention of the Foreign Office had been called to the new 
tariff of pilotage charges at Havana, which specially favours Cuban 
and American vessels. The Foreign Office replied that her 
Majesty’s Ambassador at Washington had been instructed to bring 
the matter before the United States of America Government. 

The attention of the Foreign Office had been called to the new 
commercial treaty between Argentina and the United States which 
authorises changes in the tariff, and the request was made that 
British interests should be safeguarded. The Foreign Office 
replied that the lower duties accorded by the Argentine Govern- 
ment in the treaty are granted by reducing the tariff valuations 
of the articles enumerated in the treaty, and that, therefore, other 
countries enjoying most-favoured-nation treatment would not be 
subject to a differential treatment. 

Complaint had been made to the Chamber of the new Consular 
charges levied on goods shipped to Portugal. The London 
Chamber was consulted on the subject, and it was found that the 
grievance was felt there equally. A strong letter on the subject 
was sent to the Foreign Office, who replied that Her Majesty’s 
Minster at Lisbon had received an assurance from the Portuguese 
Minister for Foreign Affairs that if trade is really affected by the 
advance in the charges of their Consuls the Government will not 

fail to take the required steps to remedy the grievance. 

The reply of the Hamburg Chamber to the representations made 
on behalf of the Liverpool Shipowners’ Association on the subject 
of increased facilities for the discharge of the larger classes of 
sailing vessels at that port has not yet been received. It was 
stated said the rate of discharge at Hamburg was miserable and 
unfit for modern times and large ships. If it was possible to press 
for a reply from the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce he thought 
it would be well that it should bedone. He was afraid very much 
would not be done, because the Hamburg Chamber was composed 
largely of importers and very little of shipowners. Still, if 
pressure was brought to bear, perhaps they might get a glimmering 
of the injustice done there to large ships. 

Questions connected with the lines of sailing ships trading 
between Liverpool and Valparaiso have been under the consideration 
of the Glasgow Chamber, who have asked this Chamber for certain 
information. The Chamber has been in communication on the 
subject with the Liverpool Shipowners’ Association, and their 

reply has been forwarded to the Glasgow Chamber. 
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 XXTII.—RECENT TRADE BLUE BOOKS. 


1. First Annual Abstract of Foreign Labour Statistics, (C, 9442.) 
Price 8d. 

This abstract, which has been prepared in the Labour Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade, is the first of a series, the succeeding 
issues of which it is proposed to publish annually as supplementary 
to the Foreign Statistical Abstracts which have been compiled for 
many years in the Commercial Department of the Board of Trade, 
and also as companion volumes to the Annual Abstract of Labour 
Statistics of the United Kingdom. 

In the present volume four subjects only are dealt with, viz., 
Wages, Hours of Labour, Trade Disputes, and Co-operation, but it 
is stated in the Introductory Report that it is intended to continue 
and extend the information now presented with regard to these 
subjects, and to include available statistics relating to other 
subjects such as Trade Unions, Arbitration and Conciliation, 
Industrial Accidents, Workmen’s Insurance, and other matters 
affecting labour. Altogether figures relating to twelve foreign 
countries are included in the abstract, viz., Russia, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, Switzer- 
land, Italy, Austria-Hungary, and the United States. 

Mr. Bateman concludes his introductory report by expressing 
the hope that the publication of this abstract, which is believed to 
be the first of its kind issued in any country, will help to secure 
a greater degree of uniformity and completeness in labour 
statistics.

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3. Boiler Explosions: Report to the Secretary of the Board of 

Trade wpon the working of the Boiler Explosions Acts, 1882 and 
1890, with Appendices. (C. 9486.) Price 24d. 
_ This is the seventeenth report on boiler explosions, and deals 
with the twelve months ended 30th June, 1899. During this 
period 52 preliminary enquiries and 16 formal investigations were 
held. By the 68 explosions dealt with in these enquiries and 
investigations, 36 persons were killed and 67 injured. The average 
number of pezsons killed per year since the Act of 1882 came 
into operation is 29°5, and the average number injured 61°3 per 
year. The numbers for the year 1898-99 are therefore somewhat 
high, but as the period includes one of the most disastrous of the 
explosions which have been investigated—viz., the explosion at 
Barking, which killed 10 and injured 23 persons, they cannot 
be regarded as indicating any general increase in neglect or 
mismanagement on the part of steam users. 

The summary in Appendix B shows that, as in previous years, 
general deterioration, corrosion, and defective safety valves, &c., 
are the prevailing causes of explosions, and that, after these, 
defective design, workmanship, material or construction, or undue 
working pressure, are the most frequent causes. 


4. Germany No. 1 (1899) Despatch to Her Majesty's Chargé 
@ Affaires at Berlin, enclosing copies of the Convention and Declara- 
tion between Great Britain and Germany of November 14, 1899, 
for the Settlement of the Samoan and other questions. (Cd. 7.)

Besides dealing with the question of sovereignty in the Samoa 
and Tonga Islands this agreement makes arrangements for fixing 
the frontier between the German and English territories in the 
Gold Coast Hinterland. Provision is also made with regard to 
reciprocal tariffs in Togoland and the Gold Coast,and Germany agrees 
to renounce her rights of extra territoriality in Zanzibar at the 
same time as other nations. 


5. Treaty Series No. 19, 1899. Exchange of Notes.between the 
United Kingdom and the United States of America, providing for the 
Establishment of a Provisional Boundary between the Dominion of 
Canada and the Territory of Alaska in the Region about the Head of 
Iynn Canal. (Cd.—6.) Price 3d. 

By this exchange of notes it was agreed between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and of Great Britain that the boundary- 
line between Canada and the territory of Alaska in the region 
about the head of Lynn Canal shall be provisionally fixed as 
follows, without prejudice to the claims of either Party in the 
permanent adjustment of the international boundary :—- 

“In the region of the Dalton Trail, a line beginning at the 
peak west of Porcupine Creek, marked on the map No. 10 of the 
United States Commission, 31st December, 1895, and on sheet 
No. 18 of the British Commission, 3lst December, 1895, with the 
number 6500 ; thence running to the Klehini (or Klaheela) River, 
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in the direction of the k north of that river, marked 5020 on 
the aforesaid United States map, and 5025 on the aforesaid 
British map ; thence following the high or right bank of the said 
Klehini River to the junction thereof with the Chilkat River, a 
mile and a-half, more or less, north of Klukwan,—provided that 
persons proceeding to or from Porcupine Creek shall be freely 
permitted to follow the trail between the said creek and the said 
junction of the rivers into and across the territory on the 
Canadian side of the temporary line wherever the trail crosses to 
such side, and, subject to such reasonable regulations for the 
protection of the revenue as the Canadian Government may pre- 
scribe, to carry with them over such part or parts of the trail 
between the said points as may lie on the Canadian side of the 
temporary line, such goods and articles as they desire, without 
being required to pay any Customs duties on such goods and 
articles ; and from said junction to the summit of the peak east of 
the Chilkat River, marked on the aforesaid map No. 10 of the 
United States’ Commission with the number 5410, and on the 
map No. 17 of the aforesaid British Commission with the number 
5490. 

“On the Dyea and Skagway Trails, the summits of the Chilkoot 
and White Passes. 

“Tt is understood, as formerly set forth in communications of 
the Department of State of the United States, that the citizens or 
subjects of either power, found by this arrangement within the 
temporary jurisdiction of the other, shall suffer no diminution of 
the rights and privileges which they now enjoy. 

“The Government of the United States will at once appoint an 
officer or officers, in conjunction with an officer or officers to be 
named by the Government of Her Britannic Majesty, to mark the 
temporary line agreed upon, by the erection of posts, stakes, or 
other appropriate temporary marks.”
